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Protesting against the idea in some regiments that the 
Mounted Service School, Fort Riley, Kas., is a “broncho- 
busting” school, and that a man must be made of iron to 
go through it, Capt. Walter C. Short, 13th U.S. Cav., 
senior instructor, department of equitation, at the school, 
says in his annual report to the commandant that “any 
officer of any age, being in good physical condition and 
having no weaknesses, can perform all the duties re- 
quired.” He cites the case of Major W. J. Nicholson, 
7th Cav., who voluntarily took the course in equitation 
with the last class; no favors were shown him on account 
of his rank and age (fifty-five years), and if he had been 
classified “he would not have been far from the head of 
the class.” But no man should come to the school soft 
and fat; he loses too much time and energy getting into 
condition. Captain Short recommends that the graduates 
of the. school have opportunity to demonstrate their 
usefulness by being placed in charge of the training in 
their regiments of the superior horses now being furnished 
from the remount stations. It is suggested also that 
graduates be detailed for duty at the remount stations. 
The course of instruction, Captain Short says, should 
end on June 15, instead of June 30, on account of heat 
and flies. The belief that regimental schools of equitation 
will have an improving effect on the Mounted Service 
School by reflex influence is expressed by Brig. Gen. 
Frederick K. Ward, U.S.A., in his annual report as com- 
mandant. He gives an outline of instruction for such 
schools. ‘These should result in a higher standard of 
admission at Riley and a corresponding betterment in the 
instruction there. “It will not be possible then,” says 
the report, “to say that the graduates here are only about 
as far advanced as are the average French officers when 
they first enter their school at Saumur. I have heard 
that statement made by an officer of our Service after he 
had completed a course at Saumur.’ The manual of 
equitation used at Saumur is now the exclusive text-book 
at the Fort Riley school. It was translated by the as- 
sistant commandant, Major George H. Cameron, 14th 
U.S. Cav., and printed on the Riley school press in 
November, 1908. An edition of it for use in garrison 
schools is now being prepared. In the Training Schooi 
for Farriers and Horseshoers a commissioned officer 
assistant, a lieutenant, is demanded by the ninety or one 
hundred enlisted men under instruction there. The school 
should receive each year about thirty three-year-old colts ; 
if absolutely unbroken, the better. 
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Measures to relieve the overcrowding of the school in 
several departments are the chief need at present at the 
Mounted Service School. There should be more quarters 
for officers and enlisted men. The school barracks are 
overcrowded. An administration building containing 
study and recitation rooms is much needed for the school. 
An isolation stable for animals afflicted with contagious 
diseases also is a necessity. Two commissioned officers 
are needed in the Training School for Bakers and Cooks 
as assistants to the officer in charge. Lieut. John H. 
lfoward, 9th Cav., voluntarily took the course in the B. 
and C. School, and made it possible to meet all the calls 
for the maneuver camps by qualifying for duty in charge 
of a detachment of bakers in camp. ‘While officers of the 
1.G. Department have recommended that this training 
school for cooks and bakers be moved elsewhere, General 
Ward sees no objection to its remaining if proper acconi- 
modations are furnished. It needs to be at a place where 
many organization messes will give ample facilities for 
practical instruction. To Lieut. Duncan Elliot, 8th U.S. 
Cay., is given “special credit” for his part in the revision 
of the manual of “The Army Horseshoer.” Further 
acknowledgment is made of the services of Lieutenant 
Elliot while in charge of the Training School for Farriers 
and Horseshoers. “He was,” says General Ward, “at all 
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times most assiduous, energetic and painstaking in his 
attention to it.’ The relieving of Major Cameron as 
assistant commandant occasions a warm tribute in the 
report to his years of faithful service at the school. “He 
has been always thoroughly efficient in the daily conduct 
of affairs,” says the report, “and throughout his service 
here has given most valuable assistance in the develop- 
ment of the school.” In the appended reports Lieutenant 
Elliot states that twenty-six officers took the course in 
farriery and horseshoeing, seven being captains, thirteen 
first lieutenants and six second lieutenants. Too much 
time (three hours a day), he believes, is given to actual 
shoeing. The students should be trained more to be able 
to criticize a job of shoeing. Fifty forges should be 
added to the plant. Lieutenant Elliot, despite his recog- 
nition of the jealous way battery and troop commanders 
guard their prerogatives, hopes to see the day when an 
expert shoer will be attached to each regiment as a 
member of the non-commissioned staff, as a veterinarian’s 
assistant. The work of Veterinarians Alexander Plummer, 
4th Cav., and Charles H. Jewell, 6th Field Art., and Mr. 
Frank Churchill as instructors is mentioned for special 
excellence. Interesting photographs of ovens and baking 
processes accompany the report of Capt. L. R. Holbrook, 
in charge of the Training Schoo] for Bakers and Cooks. 
Among the recommendations it is suggested that both 
wings of the barracks be made available for the bakers 
and cooks, and that three re-enlisted men be sent to the 
school monthly. 
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Approving the recommendation for an additional school 
for the instruction of quartermasters in field duties made 
by Major John F. Morrison, one of the assistant com- 
mandants, Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., in his 
annual report as Commandant of the Army Service 
Schools, Fort Leavenworth, Kas., says the course of in- 
struction laid out by Major Morrison as senior instructor, 
department of military art, Army Staff College, should 
be adopted. In addition to the graduates of the School of 
the Line who might desire this course in lieu of entering 
either the Staff College or Signal School, it might be 
well, the commandant suggests, to detail each year about 
two majors or captains, especially selected from the 
permanent officers of the Q.M. Department by the Q.M.G. 
The coming year, says the report, the policy of expansion 
at the schools will be carried out by the establishment 
of the Army Field Engineer School and the Army Field 
Service School for Medical Officers. In the past year “a 
splendid spirit, worthy of the best traditions of the Army, 
has animated both instructors and students,” and the 
various schools have worked together “absolutely without 
friction.” Col. R. H. R. Loughborough, 13th Inf., C.O. 
at Fort Leavenworth, has given the schools “the most 
loyal support.” ‘The services of Capt. A. B. Saxton, 8th 
Cav., as secretary of the schools, are referred to as 
“highly efficient.” Specimen examination questions in the 
department of law are given in the report of Capt. H. A. 
Smith, and show the knotty points that may arise in 
military court proceedings. This year practical problems 
in military government will be worked out. Captain 
Smith, who is the senior law instructor, credits the year’s 
success to Capt. Charles E, Stodter, 9th Cav., than whom 
“a more efficient, zealous and loyal assistant could not be 
found.” General Funston himself was a volunteer in- 
structor in Spanish for the Signal School. The course 
in photography introduced last year was too brief to 
produce good results. Capt. E. T. Cole, 18th Inf., acted 
as volunteer instructor. The work of Company A, Signal 
Corps, was one of the most valuable features of the year’s 
work. It was under the command of Capts. A. S. Cowan 
and William M. Cruikshank. 
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During the past year the organization of the Engineer 
troops of the U.S. Army has been changed for purposes 
of field operations. The new organization provides that 
the present four company battalions be changed into 
provisional three company battalions, and that every 
fourth battalion be formed by taking one company from 
each of three old battalions and organizing them into a 
provisional battalion. The battalions themselves are 
divided into pioneer and pontoon battalions, three pioneer 
to one pontoon. One pioneer battalion is attached to each 
division and one pontoon battalion is attached to each 
field army. The organization of the foot companies 
themselves is practically unchanged, and a foot company 
has an enlisted strength of 164; the foot pioneer com- 
panies and pontoon companies are substantially alike. 
The organization of the mounted pioneer companies for 
duty with the Cavalry divisions is parallel with that 
for the foot companies, but the enlisted strength is only 
100. The bridge equipage with each bridge company has 
been doubled, and two companies now have each two 
divisions of heavy equipage, total 450 feet of normal 
bridge; while one company has two divisions of light 
equipage, total 372 feet of normal bridge. During the 
year experiments have been continued in the use of a 
metal divisible pontoon boat, in the tactical and technical 
use of searchlights, in the use of motor trucks for pur- 
poses of reconnaissance and surveying and as a motive 
power for the searchlight trucks and their .generators. 
The supply of the new Engineer equipment to the En- 
gineer troops and other line troops has been practically 
“completed, and much equipment has been issued to the 
Engineer companies of the Organized Militia. 





Medical officers of the Army will be gratified by the 
frank manner in which the Surgeon General, in his annual 
report, treats the diseases which make the greatest in- 





roads upon the efficiency of the Service, and there will 
be little disagreement with his statement that “the Navy 
has been in advance of the Army in a resolute and rational 
effort to meet the danger.” It is surprising that in these 
days of advanced medical prophylaxis there are theorists 
so blind as to protest against preventive methods, on the 
ground that they will avert the evil consequences of 
departures from strict morality, and thus contribute to 
a lowering of the moral tone. There is probably no 
disease to which flesh is heir that is not the result of a 
violation of the laws that make for health; how many 
of them are due to lapses from strict temperance and 
continence in eating and drinking one can only conjec- 
ture. The anti-canteen reformers tell us that drinking 
intoxicating liquors is immoral ; hence it is a logical exten- 
sion of this theory to hold that all disease is, in its last 
analysis, the result of a wilful or ignorant violation of 
the laws of health. If, however, we should abolish 
preventive measures in all disease, in order that the 
uninterrupted consequences might serve as a warning, we 
should be assuming only the inconsistent and dangerous 
attitude of those who now seek to tie the hands of our 
civilian and military practitioners in their efforts to 
grapple with a large and menacing evil. 





The New Orleans Picayune believes it would be a 
serious mistake to take the control of hydrographic work 
from the Navy Department and give it to the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, as it hears there is talk of doing. The 
Geodetic Survey can never hope, it says, to be as well 
equipped for performing this work as the Navy. The 
work is purely nautical, and seamen only should be en- 
trusted with it. In all the leading countries hydrographic 
work is under control of the navy. In England there is 
an extensive bureau under an admiral, which operates 
special vessels, manned by regular officers and seamen, 
and not only constantly recharts home waters, but makes 
surveys in distant waters as well, so as to provide the 
British navy, as well as the extensive British merchant 
marine, with the latest and best charts. France, Ger- 
many, Japan, Italy and even Russia maintain hydro- 
graphic bureaus under naval control. Instead of doing 
“the manifestly absurd” thing of placing the making and 
distribution of charts in charge of a civilian bureau not 
in touch either with the Navy or merchant marine, the 
Picayune would have Congress “authorize a widening of 
the scope of the existing naval hydrographic office, with 
a view to increasing its usefulness. Instead of only two 
officers assigned to the work there should be at least half 
a dozen.”

In developing the plans for the instruction of* the 
National Guard by officers from the Army it is proposed 
to ask for an increase in the number of non-commissioned 
officers, as well as commissioned officers. Those who are 
working on this scheme think that there should be pro- 
vided from 250 to 300 commissioned officers and about 
1,200 non-commissioned officers. Such a recommendation, 
it is stated, is very apt to be found in the report of the 
Secretary of War. Non-commissioned officers, under the 
proposed plan, will do a tour of four years’ duty in the 
Organized Militia, the same as the commissioned officers. 
It would manifestly be unwise to rob the Army of 1,200 
non-commissioned officers, and therefore it will be urged 
that additional non-commissioned officers be provided to 
take the place of those who will act as instructors in 
the Organized Militia. Twelve hundred non-commissioned 
officers would provide one for about every company, troop 
or battery in the National Guard. This would not be 
any too many, in the opinion of those who are working 
with the idea of making the National Guard a reserve for 
the Regular Army in view. The constant flow of non- 
commissioned officers to and from the Army would do 
much to raise the standard of the enlisted personnel in 
the Organized Militia. ~ At the same time it. is believed 
that the enlisted men in the Army would be benefited by 
coming into closer touch with the Militia. 
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In the November number of the Editorial Review 
Henry Edwin Tremain criticises from the viewpoint of 
a lawyer and a Republican the recent severe arraignment 
of the Supreme Court of the United States, made in a 
public address at Syracuse, N.Y., by the contributing 
editor of The Outlook. General Tremain maintains that 
the implied condemnation of the Dred Scott case decision 
and the declaration, “the great need of having the spheres 
of activity of the National and state governments ex- 
tended to cover the whole field of our life than can 
properly be touched by legislation,” involves a revolution 
in the American system of government. Deprecating a 
careless criticism of the judiciary, General Tremain 
lucidly sets forth the real conditions that obtained at the 
time of the Dred Scott decision. 
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The wonderful computing machine in the office of the 
Commissary General may perhaps work out some interest- 
ing comparisons with ration cost in the Army from the 
figures in the annual report of the Subsistence Depart- 
ment of the Isthmian Canal Commission on the cost of 
meals. In the last fiscal year the total number of meals 
served at commission hotels was 2,176,451. The cost of 
supplies was 24.87 cents and the expense was 6.23 cents 
a meal. The total number of rations furnished in 
European laborers’ messes was 1,092,487, which cost 
30.18 cents a ration for food and 6.66 a ration for ex- 
pense. The number of rations served in the common 
laborers’ kitchens was 781,746, at a cost of 22.66 cents 
each for food and 4.63 cents each for expense,

Special interest attaches to the publication simulta- 
neously in the United States and Great Britain of the 
second volume of the great work on cosmogony, entitled 
“Researches of the Evolution of the Stellar System,” by 
Prof. T. J. J. See, U.S.N., in charge of the Naval Ob- 
servatory, Mare Island, Cal. The first volume appeared 
in 1896. The present volume contains 735 pages, quarto, 
with 114 additional pages of magnificent plates. While 
the researches have covered a period of twenty-five years, 
it is only during the time that he has been at the Mare 
Island Observatory that Professor See has found time 
for compiling the valuable data contained in the second 
a. 7 oy this work he attacks the old nebula 
hypothesis of Laplace, and substitutes for it what is 
now called the capture theory, the leading idea of which 
is that the planets were never thrown off from the sun, 
but were formed in the nebula at a great distance from 
the center, and have gradually neared the sun and been 
made to move in smaller and rounder orbits. Thus the 
planets were added on to the sun from without the sun, 
or captured, and in the same way the satellites now re- 
volving around the planets were never thrown off, but 
were captured from the solar nebula and were once 
independent planets, moving about the sun in regular 
elliptical orbits. Professor See shows how they were 
once captured and made to become permanent attendants 
of the planets. Waving shown that the planets were 
formed at a great distance from the sun, and added on 
to our sun from without, he has been able to show in the 
same way that planets attend the other fixed stars and 
possess seasons, day and night, as in the case of the 
planets of the solar system. These planets, revolving 
around the fixed stars, are, therefore, shown to be 
habitable, and, in fact, inhabited, so that life upon the 
earth is not different from life existing elsewhere in the 
universe. The effect of this work is so revolutionary in 
scientific thought that it is likely to be a subject of dis- 
cussion for years to come. But accounts already published 
of the work in scientific journals have secured for it 
wide recognition abroad. ‘The Royal Swedish Academy 
of Sciences, for example, was among the first to order a 
copy of the new treatise, long in advance of publication, 
and an equally great interest is shown among men of 
science, officers of the Navy and others of America, Some 
eminent astronomers in California who have made a 
study of the work express the opinion that it will rank 
with the historical works of Herschel, Laplace and New- 
comb. It is recognized that Professor See has spared no 
efforts to make the work as perfect as possible. 


The tenth anniversary of the Army Branch, Young 
Men’s Christian Association, of the city of New York, 
will be celebrated at Governors Island Building, Fort 
Jay Department, N.Y.H., Saturday afternoon, Oct. 29, 
1910, at three o’clock, upon the arrival of the 2:45 boat 
from the Battery.

Warner is chairman, Frank De K. Huyler vice chairman, 
Arthur M. Harris vice chairman and Samuel Sloan 
treasurer. In one year 1,152 soldiers in New York 
Harbor joined the Soldiers’ Bible and Prayer League. 
The work at Fort Wadsworth is entering upon a new 
era by reason of new and enlarged quarters in the post 
exchange building. Major Haan, commanding officer, is 
a very warm friend of the work. At Fort Wadsworth 
last year the average daily attendance was 196: fifty 
religious meetings were attended by 1,382 _ soldiers ; 
seventy-eight Bible classes with attendance of 970; eleven 
lectures were attended by 790; seven picture shows, 
attendance 2,068; library books read 1,296; sixty-eight 
educational classes; gymnasium attendance, 2,883. Two 
of the most popular entertainments of the year were on 
Peary’s discovery of the pole, with illustrations, and 
hunting big game in East and Central Africa. Many 
young people’s societies have co-operated in the social 
work and given a home touch to garrison life. At both 
Fort Wadsworth and Fort Slocum anniversaries, by 
courtesy of the commanding officers, exhibition drills and 
band concerts were made a part of the exercises. At 
Fort Schuyler a splendid educational work has been 
accomplished each winter. At Fort Jay the fine cement 
tennis court and the post table are always popular. 
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Lieut. Col. Robert L. Bullard, 8th Inf., with station at 
the Presidio of Monterey, Cal., who returned from Hawaii 
on the transport Sheridan Oct. 14, brings glowing reports 
of the school for the Infantry officers of the Organized 
Militia of Hawaii, held at Fort Shafter in September. 
The camp was commanded by Colonel Bullard, and he 
was assisted by officers detailed from the organizations 
stationed at Fort Shafter. Over eighty per cent. of the 
officers of the Ist Regiment of Hawaiian Infantry who 
attended the camp were Kanakas. The student. officers 
were taken through a course of instruction which will 
prove exceedingly beneficial to them in the future work 
with their companies, and so-great was their application 
and previous knowledge of their subjects that they were 
enabled to carry on their work a day and a half beyond 
the course laid out by the commandant. Men prominent 
in the affairs of the islands visited the camp, and after 
observing the work promptly promised their support in 
making the National Guard an efficient arm of the 
secondary line of Hawaiian defense. Governor Freer 
expressed himself as willing to work before the Legisla- 
ture at its next meeting for increased equipment and 
armories for the citizen soldiers. 








President Taft has addressed letters of congratulation 
to the winners of the three most important championship 
matches shot at the national rifle tournament at Camp 
Perry, Ohio, last August. They are Sergt. A. Fragner, 
of the Marine Corps, winner of the President’s Match; 
Corpl. George W. Farnham, of the Marine Corps, winner 
of the U.S. Championship, and Sergt. Scott Clark, 2d 
Indiana Inf., winner of the National Individual Match. 
In his letter to Sergeant Fragner the President says: “To 
win such a match in competition with so many others of 
great skill in rifle shooting is indeed a high honor, and 
displays a high order of merit in the use of the rifle. 
I am glad that you have shown yourself possessed of the 
qualifications necessary to win such a contest. It is 
pleasing to note the interest which the Marine Corps has 
taken in this subject and the way the Corps has come 
to the front in the last few years in the biz matches in 
which its members have taken part.” To Corporal 
Farnham he says, in part: “It should be a source of pride 
to the Corps that two of its members have this year won 
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the Military Championship and the President’s Match. 
I am glad that you have shown the high qualifications 
necessary to win this important contest. It speaks well 
for your merit and skill that you have won it in com- 
petition with so many other contestants of high skill and 
merit.” In the letter to Sergeant Clark the President 
says: “Skill in the use of the rifle is absolutely necessa’ 
to the National Guardsman, and he should attain suc’ 
skill in time of peace, for when war is declared and the 
soldier is called to the front he may not have time to 
acquire the skill in the use of the rifle which a really 
good soldier should possess.” 





“Along with this varied military experience, General 
Chaffee,” says Hampton’s Magazine, “has demonstrated 
himself an able administrator and a highly efficient con- 
ductor of great civil enterprises. Retiring from the Army 
four years ago when he reached the age limit, General 
Chaffee was selected by the city of Los Angeles to be 
executive head of the huge aqueduct Bg on which 
that city is spending a total of $28,000,000 to provide 
itself with the most modern and complete water supply 
and electrical power establishments ever installed by a 
city. Los Angeles was in a fine stew over the executive 
management and organization of its great aqueduct pro- 
ject, and the people immediately recognized General 
Chaffee as just the right man to bring order out of dis- 
organization, to provide energy, direction and assurance 
against graft. He became executive head of the Aqueduct 
Bureau. The work is being done by the city, is sixty per 
cent, completed, and already $990,000 has been saved 
over the lowest bid of the contractors. General Chaffee 
married Miss Annie Rockwell, daughter of Major George 
Rockwell, in 1875. They have two daughters and a son. 
Mrs. Chaffee is petite and pretty, adores her hero, and 
in her quiet way is his chief confidante and adviser.” 
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Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff, is carrying 
modesty to an excess, according to the Boston Transcript 
and the New York Times. These eminent military 
authorities inform us that he is having the letters ‘‘c.s.” 
put in all orders, to show they were issued by the Chief 
of Staff, yet he is so blind to the importance of his office 
that, instead of printing them in capitals, he has them 
printed in small letters. But for this important explana- 
tion it might have been supposed that the “e.s.” refers 
now, as it has heretofore, to “current series,” indicating 
that the numbered order belongs to the series of the cur- 
rent year. The New York Times quotes a nameless 
officer of the Department of the East as saying that the 
modest two-letter abbreviation “is another evidence that 
General Wood is on the job.” We regret we must put 
our two distinguished contemporaries in a class with that 
historic Milesian recruit of whom Commissary General 
Sharpe tells. Pat was asked whether he knew the mean- 
ing of “cs.” in a certain order (it was one on rations). 
He scratched his head a minute and then said proudly: 
“Sure, an’ I do. It means canned soup.” 
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In our issue of Oct. 15 we noticed two works, “Maine 
at Louisburg in 1745” and “Maine at Valley Forge.” The 
former calls attention to the fact that what is now the 
state of Maine had at Louisburg the commander-in-chief 
of the expedition, Pepperrell; the third in command, 
General Waldo, and the captain of the Provincial Fleet, 
Captain Tyng, and at least a third of Pepperrell’s force. 
The other work, “Maine at Valley Forge,” notes the fact 
that in Washington’s Army at Valley Forge what is now 
the state of Maine had 1,008 officers and men, or about 
a tenth of Washington’s Army. Considering the popula- 
tion of what is now the state of Maine in 1745 and 1777-8, 
this is a remarkable showing, and Maine, then a part of 
Massachusetts, has not had the credit for the patriotic 
services of its sons in that period of our history. These 
two books have been published by the state in the hope 
of bringing these facts into prominence. As a part of 
our military history they are certainly most significant, 
and ought to be generally known. 
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While the football season is young yet, it is worth 
while to take note of the injuries to players on many 
gridirons, as giving point to our comment some weeks 
ago on the “revised” rules, in which we said improvement 
in lessening danger was only apparent, and that any final 
judgment upon the much heralded “reforms” should wait 
upon the real tests afforded by the autumnal games. A 
broken back as the result of diving through an interfer- 
ence was sustained by a player on the Waltham ( Mass.) 
High School team on Oct. 15. The fullback of the 
FKarlham College, Richmond, Ind., eleven on the same day 
was also severely hurt, narrowly escaping a broken neck. 
“Revision of the rules” has so often before proved to be 
really an evasion of real reform that it was thought that 
this year’s changes, following the fatal record of 1909, 
would be a sincere, honest and effective effort at sane 
and rational and, at the same time, sportsmanlike better- 
ment.

We are amazed to find Brig. Gen. Theodore A. Bing- 
ham, U.S.A., former head of the New York police, using 
the word “cadet” in his article in Hampton’s Magazine 
on “The Girl That Disappears.” In two pages he uses 
this word a dozen times to describe the abominable white 
slaver, as he should be called. After the protest of the 
ArmMy AND Navy Journal. six months ago stopped this 
misuse of the word “cadet” in the daily newspapers, it 
is offensive to see an honor graduate of the Military 
Academy like General Bingham resurrect this unseemly 
employment of the word. Since our appeal for its 
suppression last spring Hampton’s js the only periodical 
of importance in which we have found the word. No 
doubt the editorial blue pencil would have eliminated the 
word from its pages if it had not had the high approval 
of a general of the Army. 
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The Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., has set aside a certain 
number of model 1898 “Krag” rifles for sale to members 
of the National Rifle Association of America and its 
affiliated clubs at a price of $10, to which should be added 
$1.15 for the packing case and twenty-five cents for 
appendages. These rifles are new, and will be selected 
as far as practicable so that they will be an ideal target 
rifle. These rifles may be ordered in the regular way 
through the adjutant general of the state in which the 
member resides, the requisition to be accompanied by a 
certificate from the secretary of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation.

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WORK OF ARMY QUARTERMASTERS. 


The report of the Quartermaster General of the Army, 
Brig. Gen. J. B. Aleshire, shows an intelligent apprecia- 
tion of the importance of adapting government methods 
to ordinary business requirement, so far as possible, and 
the results recorded are highly creditable to the manage- 
ment of this great business department, for which Con- 
gress appropriates more than forty millions annually. 
The fiscal year 1910 completes the second year of opera- 
tion of the department’s present system of decentralization 
for procurement of supplies and enlargement of services. 
General Aleshire says: 

“It is now thoroughly understood that in the matter 
of apportionments and allotments of funds the officers in 
actual service with troops and at military posts and 
stations stand in the same relation to this office, as far 
as funds with which to procure quartermaster supplies 
and services are concerned, that this office stands to 
appropriations made by Congress. A proper proportion 
of the appropriations made by Congress for the support 
of the Army is apportioned to the chief quartermasters 
of territorial military divisions and departments, and to 
quartermasters at independent stations, to be by them 
in turn allotted to the quartermasters at posts of the 
division or department, or directly disbursed. The re- 
sults then depend largely upon the administrative ability 
with which the funds available are used, and there is 
provided a means by which the qualifications of different 
responsible officers to make the best use of funds can be 
determined and results accomplished compared. 

“It also affords a means of making comparisons of 

this unit cost in each branch, or as a whole for different 
posts in a department, or posts in different departments, 
thus enabling the authorities interested to determine to 
what extent administrative ability of responsible officers 
enters as a factor in the element of cost under varying 
conditions of locality, and also to determine the influence 
that locality has upon such cost. 
. “The department is constantly endeavoring to adapt 
its specifications for supplies and materials not distinc- 
tively military to like articles of high standards of excel- 
lence of general commercial production and use and 
readily obtainable. This increases the possible sources 
of supply in emergency and develops greater competition 
under ordinary conditions. It is of advantage to bidders, 
in that they are not compelled to figure against the 
uncertainties that accompany competition for unusual 
productions, but may safely depend upon the resources 
of a market equally available to all in the line of trade 
affected.” 

The result has been a marked reduction in the cost of 
various supplies, as the result of more active competition. 
An attempt is being made to adapt the specifications for 
Army escort wagons so as to make available the rough 
material ordinarily kept in stock, so that these vehicles 
can be obtained not only more cheaply, but promptly, in 
large quantities, in case of need, by doing away with the 
present requirement of special forms and sizes. New 
il ambulances will replace the old ones when worn 
out. 

One remarkable result of the successful effort to 
standardize plumbing fixtures has been the securing of a 
uniformity in fixtures manufactured for commercial pur- 
poses never before known in the trade. “All of the 
manufacturers expressed the oninion that the commercial 
world will largely adopt the fixtures called for in these 
specifications, because of the advantages outlined in the 
foregoing, commercial houses having had the same diffi- 
culties that the Government has experienced in want of 
uniformity and system in their plumbing appliances.” 

Much has been done to improve the water supply and 
sewerage system of our Army posts, but much remains 
to be done. It is expected to put under contract this 
fiscal year a plant of the most modern design at Fort 
Logan, Colo. Fire extinguishing avparatus and supplies 
have been furnished to nearly all the posts and subposts. 

The policy outlined last year of reducing the cost of 
construction of buildings, through rearrangement of plans 
and conforming to commercial standards as to materials, 
has been continued with satisfactory results. More indi- 
vidual plans, in accordance with the requirements of 
particular sites, have been prepared than heretofore, thus 
getting away from the rather monotonous effect produced 
by a continual use of the same design. The use of con- 
crete has been extended, and will he further developed, 
as shown from data being gathered, wherever found to 
be advantageous. Fort Sill, Okla., is practically the first 
complete post this office has laid out for a number of 
years, and the first opportunity there has been presented 
for concentrating all of the public utilities at a post. 
Having .all public utilities in one place reduces the 
number of employees required for their operation to a 
minimum, and obviates the necessity of hauling coal to 
many separate places. 

There has been a reduction of from fifteen to twenty 
per cent. in the cost of electric light, and the saving at 
Fort Monroe will be not less than $6,000 per annum. 
Experiments in the most economical methods of heating 
are in progress. 

During the fiscal year 962 young horses were purchased 
for the remount service at an average cost of $127.45, 
which is $45.79 less than average cost of aged cavalry 
and $77.80 less than average cost of aged artillery, and 
$43.70 less than average cost of aged riding horses pur- 
chased in open market and under contract. Uniformly 
gratifying reports have been received as to the class of 
horses furnished for the mounted service through the 
remount denots. The total number of animals on hand. 
including those in the Philinnines, is 32.791, viz., 21,198 
horses, 11.400 mules and 198 dogs. A scarcity in all 
parts of the country of horses suitable for the mounted 
service is reported. and a practicable plan for increas- 
ing breeding has been adopted by the Department of 
Agriculture at the suggestion of the War Department. 

During the fiscal year there were transported bv the 
Quartermaster’s Department 2.224.231 passengers, 17,989 
animals, 256,802 tons of freight, $7,964,063.64 funds and 
214 remains of officers, enlisted men and civilians. 
cost of the operation and maintenance of the 129 owned 
and three loaned vessels engaged in quartermasters’, Artil- 
lery and Signal work in connection with the various 
seacoast posts was $1,055,554.64. There were carried 
by these vessels during the vear 2,353,603 passengers and 
132.597.768 pounds of freight. 

What is wanted to further increase the efficiency of 
the Quartermaster’s Department are longer tours of duty, 
experienced quartermasters at all posts in numbers suffi- 
cient for the duties required, a sufficient number of 
properly instructed post quartermaster sergeants, a 
Service Corps, more thorough inspections and proper 
eare and use of supplies and intelligent and careful super- 
vision of issues of employees and other service. It is 
shown that the establishment of a Service Corps would 
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be a measure of economy. We published last week what 
General Aleshire has to say on the subject of a Service 
Corps and gave the statistics of his expenditures, 





ROUTINE OF INFANTRY SERVICE. 


In many parts of the United States there seem to 
prevail the ideas that to be a soldier of our Regular 
Army is to be in a position which is below that of the 
ordinary citizen, and which entails duties or labors 
degrading to an American; that the privileges accorded 
a soldier are few and far between, and that an enlistment 
in the Army, affording practically no opportunity either 
for advancement, accumulation in savings or self-improve- 
ment, means those years of a man’s life have been wasted. 
That such ideas are erroneous can be learned by careful 
inquiry. It will be found that a large proportion of the 
soldiers of the Army are self-respecting, well conducted 
men and faithful and efficient soldiers, and are better 
citizens through their having had training and discipline 
as soldiers, and an honorable discharge with character 
“Excellent” gains for its possessor ready employment in 
civil life at a high rate of compensation, this being es- 
pecially the case in the states west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, where the Army wrested a rich empire from the 
ruthless savage, a fact still remembered by those hardy 
pioneers, many of whom received the training which made 
superior men of them and the money which gave them 
their financial start from the Regular Army, in which 
they themselves had served as soldiers. 

The prevalent idea that the soldier is an idler is a 
fallacy, for in few, if any, trades or callings are men 
kept as fully occupied as is the soldier. A good example 
of the case in point occurred at Fort William Henry 
Harrison, Mont., an Infantry post, not long ago. A 
major general of long service, who first became prominent 
through his Arctic explorations, was making a minute 
inspection of the post mentioned. Entering one of the 
sets of company quarters he approached a fine-looking, 
soldierly six-footer and said to him: 

“My man, how do you occupy your spare time?” 

The soldier, looking the general squarely in the eye, 
replied, “By sleeping, sir!” 

The astonished general said, “Do you mean to say that 
you oceupy all your spare time in sleeping?’ and received 
the reply, “Yes, sir. I have practically no spare time 
except in the early evening or at night, and then I am 
too tired to do other than sleep.” 

This particular case was during the season of active 
field instruction; but even during other periods the 
soldier who endeavors to improve himself in every way 
possible has but little time for play, except during eve- 
nings and on Sunday, and it sometimes happens that he 
is required to perform guard duty on that day. 

The description of the soldier’s life in our Army 
necessarily begins with the steps to be taken by any 
young man who desires to become a soldier. This de- 
scription applies particularly to the Infantry soldier, but 
may be taken as that of soldiers in all branches of the 
Service. Having been enlisted—that is, sworn into the 
Service—the recruit is usually sent to a rendezvous, 
where he is assigned to a company; he will be taken to 
the company quarters, where he will receive his bed and 
bedding and be shown where to place them in the squad 
room. Instructions of all kinds will now occupy a large 
portion of the recruit’s time. During three hours each 
day, except Saturday and Sunday, he will be instructed 
in the drill regulations by non-commissioned officers. This 
is the hardest part of the life at the rendezvous, but as 
soon as the recruit is proficient in one part of the drill 
he is passed on to the next portion, so that there is a 
great deal to retain the interest of the man who is 
anxious to learn. On Saturdays there will be a regular 
inspection of the company, for which everything must 
be put in the best order. When the recruit reaches his 
regiment he will be assigned to a company, which will 
probably be his home for the balance of his enlistment. 
The sooner he can get into the habits of the company 
the more comfortable he will be; so he must keep his 
eyes open and note everything that goes on in the squad 
room and about the quarters. There are many little 
things to be done in some particular way, which can 
only be learned by noticing how others do them. Soldiers 
are very good about helping one another, so the recruit 
need never hesitate in asking a comrade who has served 
several years to show him the right way to do such 
things as folding up his bedclothes, packing his equip- 
ment, cleaning his rifle, care of his uniform, etc. 

The training of the Infantry soldier is divided into 
garrison training and field training; both are progressive 
throughout the year. The former includes instruction 
beginning with the “school of the soldier” (which in- 
cludes instruction without arms, setting up exercises, 
steps and marchings, instruction with arms and instruc- 
tion of the skirmisher), “school of the squad,” “school 
of the company,” “school of the battalion,” “school of 
the regiment.” These drills are mainly drills in close 
order, and during this period much time and attention 
are given to instruction designed to teach discipline and 
a habit of obedience to orders of superior authority. The 
rudiments of extended order drill are also taught, as are 
the nomenclature, use, care and preservation of the rifle, 
position and aiming drills, and frequently gallery prac- 
tice, the A B C in teaching a soldier how to successfully 
use his rifle; the bayonet exercise, in which the soldier 
is taught to use his bayonet at close quarters against 
infantry or cavalry; Butts Manual, or rifle gymnastics, 
and other gymnastic exercises, and such other athletic 
training as to have and keep the soldier in such physical 
condition that he is ready to meet any emergency. On 
certain days instruction is given in first aid to the in- 
jured, and the soldier is instructed in elementary surgery, 
ete., sufficiently to care for his own wounds and minor 
ailments or those of his comrades. On other days 
instruction is given to a class in signaling, first with the 
flag, then with the heliograph, and later, as instruction 
progresses, with the torch and slide lantern, instruction 
in the latter two being given at night. Instruction is 
also given to classes usually composed of non-commis- 
sioned officers in topography and field sketching. Every 
garrison post in the Army publishes an order, usually 
twice a year, setting forth a list of Service calls which 
will govern that particular post. These calls are sounded 
by the musician of the guard, a bugler or trumpeter, The 
usual routine duties are as follows: ; 

Reveille, first call, 5:50 a.m.: march, 6 a.m.; reveille, 
6:05 a.m.; assembly and roll-call immediately afterward, 
followed by athletic drill; recall from athletic drill, 6:15 
a.m.; mess call (breakfast), 6:20 a.m.; police of bar- 
racks and premises immediately after breakfast; sick 
eall, 7 a.m. 


Drill, first call, 7:10 a.m.: assembly, 7:20 a.m.; recall, 


8:20 a.m.; fatigue call, 8:30 a.m. 
Guard mounting, first call, 8:50 a.m.; assembly, 9 
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a.m.; drill, first call, 9:50 a.m.; assembly, 10 a.m.; 
tecall, 11 a.m.; recall from fatigue, 11:30 a.m.; first 
sergeants’ call, 11:30 a.m. 

Mess call (dinner), 12 noon; fatigue call, 1 p.m.; drill 
call, 1:50 p.m.; assembly, 2 p.m., is sounded on days 
specified for drills in first aid to injured, signaling, 
topography and field sketching. No recall is sounded, 
specified time not being allotted to these drills. 

Recall from fatigue, 5 p.m.; mess call (supper), 5:30 
p.m., is frequently sounded after parade when parades 
are held. 

Retreat or parade, first call, 5:30 p.m.; assembly, 6 
p.m.; retreat (gun fire), 6:10 p.m.; tattoo, 9 p.m.; call 
to quarters, 10:45 p.m.; taps, 11 p.m. 

In addition to the above, fire drills are usually held 
twice each month. 

_ On Saturday morning there is company or battalion 
inspection, including inspection of quarters, which occu- 
pies several hours. 

_At posts where chaplains are provided or there are 
visiting ministers or priests church call is sounded and 
divine service held. 

On the last day of each month the command js in- 
spected and mustered for pay. This inspection is usually 
preceded by a review. 

When dress parades are held (and they are held 
weather permitting) they include the ceremony of escort 
to the color. 

During afternoons of the garrison training period a 
school for enlisted men is established at each post for 
the instruction and benefit of ambitious and deserving 
men who are seeking to improve their condition in life. 

During the period of field training, which is carried 
out during the summer and fall months, the instruction 
includes range firing, for when the soldier has been taught 
discipline his education has only begun, and naturally 
he must be able to shoot with an accuracy and precision 
which is not affected by the fact that another man may 
be shooting at him. In other words, he and his rifle 
must become identified intimately, as two parts of a 
machine which works unfailingly and smoothly, irrespec- 
tive of the excitement and confusion of the surroundings. 
This instruction covers every variety of shooting, from 
the bull’s-eye target and the silhouette skirmish target to 
the bobbing and disappearing targets at which distance 
has to be guaged instantaneously and fire delivered 
rapidly; this latter class of firing assimilates conditions 
that would prevail in actual warfare. Field training 
also includes practice marches, during which the soldier 
is taught personal and camp hygiene and sanitation, and 
also trained to provide for his own wants, to husband 
his rations, to cook them, and with the meager articles 
of his equipment to protect himself and preserve his 
health in all conditions of weather, and he is trained so 
that he should know instinctively where and how to look 
for danger, and what to do when it is encountered. His 
field training also includes instruction in the use of 
cover, the construction of hasty entrenchments, duties of 
advance and rear guards, scouting, patroling and outguard 
(outpost) duty. Practically every soldier enjoys this 
period of training, at the end of which he finds himself 
in almost perfect physical condition, and so thoroughly 
supple and hardened that a daily march of from twenty 
to twenty-five miles can be made with but slight effort 
and without exhaustion, and such marches can be con- 
tinued indefinitely and actually enjoyed. 

The life of a soldier is, in reality, a happy and carefree 
one, and young men without means for a start in life can 
do no better than to try an enlistment in the Army of 
the United States, for it is earnestly believed that by so 
doing they are really better fitted for good citizenship 
than they would otherwise be. 


HOW TO SECURE AN EFFICIENT GUARD. 


Wilmington, N.C., Oct. 18, 1910. 

Though the National Guard is nearer gaining the 
desired standard of efficiency since the U.S. Government 
has taken a hand in it, there are yet many deficiencies 
in the present method pursued by the Government, and 
it is becoming harder to get the young men to enlist, and 
much harder in many cases to get good men to become 
officers. There is much money practically thrown away 
each year by the several states, so far as the good of 
the military service is concerned, and the Government 
seems not to correct the abuse of the trust imposed in 


the states. In many of the states we find too many 
officers of rank higher than that established by the Army 
for commands of certain sizes, which means additional 
pay for such rank. Again, we find a surplus of officers 
of high rank, as well as lower, attending state encamp- 
ments, which means money thrown away. By such 
methods the Militia does not get the full benefit of money 
expended, nor do regimental commanders, quartermasters 
and commissaries in regimental encampments get the 
full benefit of training for which they are there, nor the 
practical experience of exercising the duties of their 
particular office. 

Again, the Government requires the Militia to go into 
camp annually, and the burden of getting the necessary 
percentage of the muster roll of a company falls directly 
on the company captain. In other words, the merchants 
of the several cities and towns as a rule would prefer to 
have the young men in their employ keep out of the 
military, rather than to go into it, and work more against 
the company than for it; hence the captain is compelled 
to go around begging, threatening and forcing men to 
attend camps or maneuvers, and each time this happens 
the merchant is that nearer keeping his employees from 
joining the National Guard. As the young man usually 
is compelled to take his annual vacation in camp, and as 
there is not now the opportunity for the pleasure and 
frolicking that once made the encampment a pleasure 
trip, it is getting much harder to keep a military com- 
pany up to its minimum membership, to say nothing of 
carrying the required percentage to camp. 

These are serious conditions confronting the future 
welfare of the National Guard, and the only solution, as 
I see it, is that every young man between the ages of 
eighteen and twenty-one should by law be required to 
serve one enlistment in the National Guard of his state, 
attending weekly drills and maneuvers or the state camp 
annually for two weeks, or even a month, and performing 
such other duties as are now required of the Militia, 
receiving pay for his services at the rate of one-third or 
one-fourth of the pay of the Regular Army. Each state 
should have one or more Regular officers for the purpose 
of instructions, and an Army officer should approve all 
vouchers for money drawn from the U.S. Government 
appropriation, the staff officers in each state to conform 
to and rank according to the size of the command in the 
state, as required by the Army Regulations. In state 
camps a company of Regulars should be in attendance. 

Such may be radical changes for a free country, but 
a law forcing service in the Militia would compel both 
employers and employees to understand that a certain 





month of each year would be given to military service. 
Then companies would not experience so much trouble 
in securing good and efficient officers, for they would 
have some authority and control over their command. 
The National Guard under conditions as mentioned could 
be officered as now, and more rigid enforcement of mili- 
tary regulations required of both officers and men. Such 
laws would not injure the business community, but would 
help to make better citizens of the younger generations, 
and would give the United States a reserve army which 
would, in conjunction with the small standing Army as 
now exists, a fighting force with which to defend this 
country against the most powerful nations. 

I invite from officers of the Army or National Guard 
criticisms of this idea or suggestions of a better plan 
for carrying on the National Guard.

AEROPLANES AND DIRIGIBLES FOR WAR. 
Fort Riley, Kas., Oct. 20, 1910. 

On reading what the French did at their grand 
maneuvers this year with aeroplanes and dirigible bal- 
loons, it seems as though every effort should be made to 
bring it to the attention of those in a position to assist 
military aeronautics in our Army, and especially to the 
attention of Congress. 

Two dirigible balloons were assigned to each of the 
two opposing armies; an additional one was held in 
reserve. Two of them went to the maneuvers under their 
own power. The Clément-Bayard, after taking part in 
the maneuvers one morning, was sent in to Paris, to 
place the maneuvering army in touch with the army of 
Paris. During the entire seventy-five miles of the jour- 
ney it was in communication by wireless with both Paris 
and the headquarters of the army in the field. Later it 
returned and took further part in the maneuvers. 

But the most important rdle was played by the aero- 
planes. : Various types were used, some monoplanes and 
some biplanes. Four were assigned to each army and 
four to the headquarters of the general directing the 
maneuvers. Each of these groups had an aviator as 
chief of aeroplanes; the pilots or aviators were officers 
or non-commissioned officers, and additional trained 
officers-were assigned as observers. 

The entire aeronautical service was under the direction 
of a colonel, with two lieutenant colonels as assistants, 
all of them experienced aeronauts. 

Four of the aeroplanes traveled across country, that is, 
took the air route, to reach the maneuvers. 

The services these machines rendered were invaluable. 
Only one day out of six were they unable to participate ; 
on that day a high wind kept all but one on the ground. 
But their absence only served to demonstrate the more 
forcibly their value to the opposing armies, for on that 
day “the operations became much slower, movements 
were more uncertain, much time was lost due to the 
necessarily incomplete information obtained, as recon- 
naissance was limited to the immediate front, and nothing 
was known of the formations and dispositions in rear.” 

As might be expected, their greatest usefulness was in 
reconnaissance. The most brilliant exploit was on the 
last day, when Lieutenant Bellenger, while reconnoitering 
in his aeroplane, located a division of the enemy’s cavalry, 
reported it to the chief of his own cavalry, with the 
result that the entire division was surprised, and ordered 
out of action by the umpires. 

To oppose the aircraft a 3-inch field piece was mounted 
on an automobile, and an automobile machine gun was 
provided. The consensus of opinion was that the air 
craft were in little danger from either. 

France, in addition to her regular aeronautical troops, 
has recently detailed twenty officers for duty as aviators 
to operate the army aeroplanes. Orders have recently been 
given for forty additional aeroplanes, to be delivered to 
the army next year. 

At the maneuvers here at Fort Riley in August and 
September I was particylarly impressed with the opportu- 
nities for an aeroplane. Just one machine on the defend- 
ing side would have completely altered the operations in 
practically every problem. In the limited area in which 
these maneuvers took place one aeroplane could~ have 
reconnoitered the advancing forces at intervals of only 
a few moments, carrying the report in each case directly 
to the commanding officer. One problem was carried out 
in a fog which would have prevented an aeroplane from 
reconnoitering, but Cavalry reconnaissance would have 
been just as difficult under these circumstances. 

With the practicability and usefulness of the aeroplane 
now established, and withthe other great Powers awake 
to this fact, and making practical use of air craft, it 
appears almost like criminal neglect for us to sit idly by 
and not prepare our air forces, as well as our land and 
sea forces. 





Frank P. LAM, ist Lieut., Tth Cav. 
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GEN. VERDY DU VERNOIS. 


Gen, Verdy du Vernois, of the German army, died at 
Stockholm, Sweden, Sept. 30, 1910, while on a visit to 
his son, stationed there as counselor of legation. The 
General was not only well known on account of the 
prominent position he filled in 1870-71, during the Franco- 
German war, as chief of section in the general head- 
quarters staff, but also as one of the few still remaining 
Knights of the Order of the I.C., First Class.. He has 
added to our military literature many valuable works, 
but soldiers the world over are bound to honor him 
specially as the father of the “upplicatory method” of 
studying the art of war. 

Julius y. Verdy was born July 19, 1832, at Freystadt, 
in Silesia. April 27, 1850, he was appointed from the 
corps of cadets to a second lieutenancy in the 14th In- 
fantry, Prussian army. Transferred already, as captain, 
to the general staff in 1861, he was detached 1863 to 
1865 for duty in the general staff of superior Russian 
headquarters, at Warsaw, during the last rising in 
Poland. He was on duty, a major, at the headquarters 
of the Crown Prince during the campaign of 1866 against 
Austria. As lieutenant colonel he was employed, 1870-71, 
as chief of section at general headquarters during the 
campaign in France, where he participated in the battles 
of Gravelotte, Sedan and the siege of Paris.. In 1877 
he was charged with the command of a brigade of in- 
fantry. Then followed his assignment to the War 
Department, as director of the “Division of War,” and 
upon his promotion to lieutenant general he was given 
the command of the First Division, German army. Later 
he acted as governor of the fortress of Strassburg. 
Appointed Secretary of War, 1889, he served in ‘this 
capacity for about fifteen months, when, on account of 
disagreements with Chancelor v. Caprivy; he asked to be 
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relieved. He was then honored by the appointment of 
chief of his old regiment, 14th Infantry. 

He has not since returned to active duty, but has 
devoted his time to literary work, principally military, 
although he earned some laurels as a poet. His drama, 
“Alarich,” was produced with marked success both at 
Strassburg and at Berlin. w.¢

“The Tempest in a Teapot’? which the recent article 
in the Cosmopolitan on the subject of Army desertions 
has apparently endeavored to create, has evoked consider- 
able comment in numerous of the better periodicals. 
Inasmuch as the writer of the article was a civilian, 
perhaps a soldier can state a few facts of interest also. 
The writer saw a little service at the post where the 
Cosmopolitan illustrations were taken. 

The general impression of the public doubtless is that 
the soldiers are treated harshly and given severe sen- 
tences for very petty crimes, because they are not able 
to see or consider the “inner side.” They read in their 
daily paper that one John Doe was arrested for 
fraudulently securing from the firm of John Joe and 
Company a suit and overcoat valued at sixty or seventy 
dollars. and that when tried he was sentenced to prison 
for a long term. Their only comment is. “Serves him 
right.” As a rule, they do not realize that some men 
enlist in the Army, draw clothing valued at fifty to 
seventy dollars from the Government, and after remaining 
in the Service a few months become disgusted and desert. 
taking with them and ofttimes selling the clothing the 
Government has given them as part of the compensation 
for which they agreed to serve the United States for 
three years. Surely this is as great a crime as the case 
cited above. and it is nothing more than the fraudulent 
securing of merchandise, and, in addition, breach of 
contract. 

The public, who pay the taxes, do not, as a whole, 
realize the expense of instructing recruits. They do 
know that soldiers are supposed to be men capable of 


enduring the greatest hardships and are trained for that 
purpose. Picture Washington’s men at Valley Forge and 
observe the fortitude with which they met the pain of 
hunger, cold and hardship—‘because they were real 
soldiers.” In actual warfare the soldier must at times 
cook his own food, dig trenches, do other heavy manual 
labor and often sleep without blankets on bare ground, 
all of which is, of course, expected, and for which they 
receive compensation. 

The Cosmopolitan treats with scorn the thought of 
a soldier waiting on a table, scrubbing floors, digging 
trenches, etc., and practically claims that a man is 
justified in deserting when forced to perform such tasks. 
Perhaps the Cosmopolitan would rather see the boys in 
blue sitting on their bunks all day with a manicure set 
on one knee and a powder puff on the other, and for in- 
spections have a beauty doctor examine the men for crow’s 
feet and wrinkles. very man, as a rule, enlisting in 
the Army realizes the hardships he may be called upon 
to endure (possibly) during actual service in the field 
and during war conditions; hence what real man would 
consider a once-a-week turn in the kitchen or on the 
cart, in the shovel gang or as window washer, cause for 
desertion, as the Cosmopolitan claims the chief cause of 
desertions? ; 

The writer has seen less service than many at this 
post, yet he feels certain he can find no cause for com- 
plaint. Soldiers who conscientiously perform their duties 
never reside in the guardhouse. ‘Those addicted to the 
use of intoxicants and who know when they have enough 
never disgrace the uniform. Those who want “opportu- 
nity” find it here—the schools at Fort Monroe and other 
points are for the men who want to “be something” when 
thev leave the Service. It’s up to the man. 

The only trouble is that the average man before enlist- 
ing is under the impression that he will live a life of 
ease in the Army during peace and have no labor to 
perform. Therefore I say show the recruits before 
enlisting both sides of the coin; let them know in advance 
in pictures and words the unpleasant duties they may be 
called upon to perform, as well as the pleasures they 
may enjoy.

The salvage operations on the Japanese cruiser Matsu- 
shima, which sank in the Formosan harbor of Bako, hav 
been abandoned. She lies eight or nine fathoms tom, 
and as mvch as is possible will be removed from the hull. 
The destroyer Ikadzuchi, which was cut in two by a 
schooner at Hakedate last December, has been raised in 
two parts, and is being rebuilt. 
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In the Government Hospital for the Insane, Washing- 
ton, are more than 2,900 mental and nervous bankrupts. 
During the period Jan. 1, 1899, to June 1, 1910, P.A. 
Surg. Heber Butts, U.S.N., found that there were 634 
admissions of insane men of the Navy and Marine Corps 
to this institution. Of this number thirty-four have been 
readmissions and seventy-two have been retired officers, 
naval beneficiaries and supernumeraries who could not 
properly be considered in the same statistical tables with 
those men who just prior to their admission into the 
hospital were performing active service in the Navy or 
Marine Corps. There remain, then, 528 cases of insanity 
from the active lists of the Service during the period 
named which have on one or more occasions been admitted 
to the hospital. ‘The conspicuous features of. Surgeon 
Butts’s study are the large number of recoveries—49.24 
per cent.—and the very small number of deaths—6,64 per 
cent. He found also that 67.24 per cent. of the insanity 
of the Navy occurs in men under the age of thirty. Of 
the foreign-born, Ireland has furnished a conspicuously 
large number of insane men, while her average annual 
percentage of enlistments has been relatively small, the 
ratio being 7.95 per cent. insane men to 1.91 per cent. 
enlistments. Germany, on the other hand, has furnished 
a much larger average annual percentage of enlisted men 
than any other foreign country, and a relatively small 
percentage of those men have become insane—very much 
smaller than Ireland—the ratio being 2.65 per cent. insane 
men to 2.22 per cent. enlistments. The hospital was 
opened in 1855; from that date up to and including June 
30, 1909, there have been admitted into the institution 
5,865 foreign-born insane patients. Of this number 2,282 
were born in Ireland and 1,614 were born in Germany. 
Next in importance to alcohol, bad heredity and syphilis, 
heat or sunstroke, seem to have been the most frequent 
etiologic factors. From his examination of these insane 
men Surgeon Butts has been impressed with the great 
desirability of inquiring into the family and personal 
histories of candidates for enlistment before accepting 
them as recruits, in order to save an immense amount of 
money, as well as extra work for other medical officers. 
and reduce the number of admissions of insane men of 
the Navy into hospitals. 


The new Dreadnought battleship Neptune, of the Brit- 
ish navy, which completed her official gun trials in the 
Channel on Qct. 3, reported a satisfactory result. The 
concussion was terrific when the broadsides were fired 
from her ten 12-inch guns, and minor damage was done 
on board, although every preparation had been made to 
prevent it. The new superimposed turrets or barbettes 
worked quite up to expectations, and the guns’ crews in 
the lower turrets withstood the test of concussion well. 
The feature of interest was the effect of the firing of 
guns, their muzzles almost exactly over turrets of the 
guns in front; for the two turrets aft were thus arranged, 
the guns of the one to the rear and at a higher level than 
those of the turret in front. The gun mountings, of the 
hydraulic type, for ensuring accuracy and rapidity of 
fire, gave full satisfaction. The Neptune is the t bat- 
tleship tried without cruising turbines, because in place 
of these separate units fitted in many recent ships, the 
ordinary high-pressure turbine is lengthened. At low 
power the steam does useful work for the full length of 
the high and low pressure turbines, by which a satis- 
factory range of expansion is got; but at higher powers 
the steam is admitted at an intermediate stage in the 
length of the turbine with economical results. Progressive 
trials, each of four hours, were run at powers ranging 
from 1,800 up to 26,000 shaft horsepower. During part 
of each trial data were taken of the economy—(1) with 
the auxiliary machinery exhausting into the auxiliary 
condenser ; and (2) with such exhaust steam passing into 
the low-pressure turbine. The great advantage of the 
Parsons low-pressure turbine in the latter case was 
clearly demonstrated. Indeed, it has been proved that 
using only such exhaust steam from auxiliaries the Nep- 
tune could travel at least five knots. When the auxiliary 
exhaust was passed to the auxiliary condenser the power 
on one trial was 3,662 shaft horsepower, but when the 
exhaust went into the turbine the power increased to 
5,069 s.h.n., without any additional demand upon the 
boilers, The fuel economy was correspondingly increased. 
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Moved as we were by the recent absurd suggestion of 
a magazine writer that the Navy should give sailors an 
education, the Boston Transcript caustically says: “If 
some of the writers who ‘make space’ out of the discovery 
of an illiterate sailor, or the ‘disclosures’ of some ‘com- 
pany lawyer’ of the Army were to study the two Services 
at close range and with open minds, if they were to see a 
detachment of artillerymen listening to a lieutenant’s 
physica] demonstration of a trigonometrical propoSition’ in 
range finding, or a class of apprentices at school, these 
same critics would lose ‘copy,’ but would acquire some 
knowledge of the great difference between the soldiers and 
sailors of to-day and those of the rough old time. The 
apprentices at the great training station at Newport leave 
it with not only a good preparation for life on shipboard. 
but with more book learning than the average rural 
schoolboy carries with him into active employment. The 
Navy has ceased to enlist illiterates: the vast majority 
of its men are natives of the United States. If here and 
there a man-of-warsman makes his mark, he must be a 
survivor of old times retained on account of long service, 
whom it would be unkind to turn adrift. The conceptions 
of the enlisted strength of the Army and Navy, formed 
when those Services were refuges for ne’er-do-wells un- 
able to earn their livings in civil life, die hard, and pop 
up now and again to the irritation of officers.” 
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Arms and the Man is doing good service in calling 
attention to Captain Hanna’s “Tactical Principles and 
Problems,” of which it says: “That an officer of our 
Army should produce such a book must be a source of 
pride to all of us, and that, having been produced, it is 
now available to the National Guardsmen seems addi- 
tional good fortune. It is observed with much gratifica- 
tion that in the state of New York—which, under the 
eapable direction of Captain Walton, of the Army, has 
just adopted a definite two-year course of instruction for 
its officers—the Adjutant General of the state has ordered 
one copy of “Tactical Principles and Problems’ for each 
line officer. Not one copy for each organization, but one 
for each officer. This is necessary, because the time of 
the National Guardsman is limited. If he is to study 
with effect, he must do it not in a company library, not 
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in’ an armory, but at home, where he can sit down un- 
disturbed for an hour or so of solid work upon regular 
stated occasions. This book of Captain Hanna's is one 
which may do incalculable good, but it is not-a work 
which can be merely read with profit. It must be studied, 
Not because the subject it deals with is an abstruse one, 
nor because there is any ambiguity of statement or com- 
plication in the presentation of the argument; but because 
the problems which it offers must be worked out on the 
map and the principles which it enunciates must be 
grasped as one p s, or the fine flavor of the real 
spirit of the work and a large part of its excellent in- 
struction are lost. Every state should have for each line 
officer in it a copy of “Tactical Principles and Problems,’ 
and a course of study laid down regularly for all officers 
which embraces this work above all others. It has been 
adopted by the War Department and is an article of 
issue, so that the matter of expense to.the individual need 
not stand in the way of its use.” 
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We advise the friends of Major John Bigelow, jr., to 
devote their entire attention to getting votes for him, 
and not to worry about his admission to Congress if he 
secures the certificate of election. The Act of July 31, 
1894 (28 U.S. Stat. L., 205), says: “No person who 
holds an office the salary or annual compensation attached 
to which amounts to the sum of $2,500 shall be appointed 
to or hold any other office to which compensation is 


attached unless specially heretofore or hereafter specially 
authorized thereto by law; but this shall not apply to 
retired officers of the Army or Navy whenever they may 
be elected to public office or whenever the President shall 
appoint them to office, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate.” The Act of June 3, 1896, authorizes the 
employment of retired officers of the Army and Navy 
upon river and harbor work and their payment for such 
service. The case of Rear Admiral W. S. Cowles, U.S.N., 
who has felt obliged to decline a nomination by the 
Republicans of Farmington, Conn., as a candidate for 
Representative to the Legislature, differs from that of 
Major Bigelow, inasmuch as the Admiral’s eligibility to 
hold a state office is determined by the law of the state, 
and the Constitution of Connecticut says: ‘No person 
holding any office under the authority of the United 
States shall be a member of the Legislature.” It is true 
that the J.A.G. of the Army has held that retired officers 
do not hold public office, but are pensioners; but this 
would be determined by the decision of the state courts. 
In the case of “State vs. De Gress” the Texas court held 
that a retired officer of the Army “holds a lucrative 
office,’ and so is ineligible, under the Constitution of 
Texas, to hold civil office in that state. A similar decision 
was made by the courts of the state of Washington, 
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Writing in Cement Age upon “Concrete in National 
Defense,” Monroe Woolley says: “In the Army they build 
gun pits and emplacements for coast defense ordnance of 
concrete, making them so formidable and everlasting that 
all the guns of creation, as well as all the years of 
eternity, could scarcely mar the work. At the same time 
the buildings: for housing the garrison, within a stone’s 
throw of the emplacements, are built of pine alone, with 
nothing more than a slate roof, if they have that, to 
boast of stability. Cement was early adopted in fortifica- 
tion work. Now it is universally used, with steel and 
iron, in all such work. The parapets surrounding dis- 
appearing guns and breech-loading mortars are in every 
instance thickly faced with concrete, if they are not wholly 
constructed of the new material. The floors, ammunition 
rooms, runways, ramparts—everything is of cement and 
steel, mostly the former. The Engineers have turned out 
some fine, durable and clever work in concrete construc- 
tion in late years. What they cannot do with cement, 
sand and water is not worth recording. All our coast 
defense posts are now equipped with batteries of pon- 
derous 60-inch searchlights. With them concrete plays 
a conspicuous part. The lights are installed in niches, 
concrete lined. cut high up in the perpendicular surfaces 
of high cliffs.” 


No one is more pleased by the progress maintained on 
the Panama Canal than the London Engineer, which for 
ten years has been preaching the virtues of the lock canal. 
It believes that the Culebra Cut, long the most spectacular 
spot in the Zone, is challenged by the Gatun Dam, “whose 
structures, plants and equipment should make it the 
mental Mecca of every engineer, civil, mechanical or 
electrical.” The Engineer congratulates itself on the 
fact that “the plan of the present Canal differs but little 
in fundamental elements from that favored in the pages 
of this journal a decade ago as the most feasible and 
best adapted to the topography, and, what is even more 
important, the hydrography of that region.” The En- 
gineer has been printing a series of articles on the locks 
and dams of the Canal from a technical point of view. 
The opinion of the Engineer agrees, among others, with 
that of Mr. Vaughan Cornish, the distinguished English 
traveler, who, in his book on the Canal, says that so 
great are the activities in the Canal Zone that every 
other spot on the globe seems dull and tame. 
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Cadet Frank B. Clay, 1st Class, U.S. Military Academy, 
son of Senator Clay, of Georgia, was recently tried by 
general court-martial at West Point, N.Y., on several 
charges of misconduct. He was found by the court to be 
guilty of two of the charges—absence from his tent be- 
tween tattoo and reveille and going beyond cadet limits— 
both charges in violation of regulations of the Military 
Academy and of the 62d Article of War. Of the other 
charges and specifications against him he was acquitted 
by the. court. He was sentenced to be suspended from the 
Military Academy, without pay and allowances, until 
Aug. 28, 1911, and then to join the then first class. The 
sentence has been commuted by the President so as to 
require Cadet Clay to be confined to barracks, area of 
barracks and gymnasium until May 31, 1911, and during 
that period to serve punishment tours every Wednesday 
and Saturday ‘at the usually prescribed hours. 


An Infantry regiment commander has been. much 
wrought up by a recent article in the M.S.I. Journal on 
the “Responsibility of the Surgeon,” and sends us this 
sharp comment: “In their practical application in peace 
the views are mostly rot..

who is going to furnish the men and adjust details - 
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In two decisions rendered by the War Department it 
is held that title to clothing drawn by a soldier on a prior 
enlistment is perfect, and cannot be defeated by any order 
of the Department. ‘Title to clothing drawn by the soldier 
on a eurrent enlistment is only qualified, but the clothing 
becomes the absolute property of the soldier upon his 
separation from the military service in the operation of 
an honorable discharge. Inasmuch as it would be difficult 
for the general public to distinguish between the two 
classes of clothing, one of which the soldier has the right to 
dispose of and the other of which he has not, it is recom- 
mended that the soldier be permitted to dispose of cloth- 
ing issued to him by the Government only at a military 
post and under the supervision of the post commander. 
In this manner it is possible for the military authorities 
to prevent the Government from being defrauded by the 
sale of clothing drawn by the soldier in his current enlist- 
ment, Also the public will be protected in the purchase of 
such clothing; it is within the power of the military 
authorities to retake clothing wrongfully sold and disposed 
of by a soldicr during his current enlistment, to which he 
has only a qualified title. 
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Analyzing the quoted opinion of John B. Moissant. the 
aviator, that an army would be helpless, worthless _be- 
neath “a fleet of ten or fifteen thousand aeroplanes, flying 
at the rate of a hundred miles an hour and at a height 
of two miles and dropping a rain of glycerine,” the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean pertinently says: “The fact that 
with gunpowder, dynamite, smokeless powder, torpedoes 
and all our modern artillery we have not perceptibly 
approached the record at Cannae or Lake Thrasymene 
naturally bids us wait for further proof before consigning 
armies to the ash heap.” Who will dare to assert that 
the aeroplane opens so vast a vista of slaughter and 
destruction as would have been revealed by the announce- 
ment about the time gunpowder was invented (A.D. 
1300) of the power of powder in the year of 1910? It 
is because -the- development of explosives has been so 
gradual that-mankind has not been stirred by it as it has 
been by the sudden meteoric rise into notice of the aero- 
plane, but mone the less the change from the ge oe 
weapons in use before the battle of Crécy (A.D. 1346) 
has been more radical than anything we can expect from 
the aeroplane. 
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The’ November-December number, Journal Military 
Service Institution of the U.S., begins with Col. George

in which he deprecates the tendency to cram young officers 
in strategy and grand tactics, rather than how to com- 
mand and care for a company in the field.

Rear Admiral John J. Read, U.S.N., retired, who was 
stricken recently with acute indigestion and had an‘affec- 
tion of the heart, died in his home ‘at Mount Holly, 
N.J., on the night of Oct, 24, 1910. Rear Admiral Read 
was born in Mount Holly, N.J., on June 17, 1842. He 
was appointed to the U.S. Naval Academy at Annapolis 
from New Jersey in 1858. At the outbreak of the Civil 
War he was ordered into active service as midshipman 
with the Atlantic Squadron. He served in the steam 
sloop Hartford, flagship of the West Gulf Blockading 
Squadron, and was in all Admiral Farragut’s battles, 
from the Southwest Pass of the Mississippi River to 
Vicksburg. He served with the South Atlantic Blockading 
Squadron, 1863-4, and in the steamer R. R. Cuyler, of 
the North Atlantic Blockading Squadron, and the steamer 
De Soto and Rhode Island, of the Atlantic Squadron, up 
to 1867. He was on the sloop Susquehanna, flagship of 
the North Atlantic Squadron, up to 1878, and then went 
to the Michigan, on the Lakes. From 1870 to 1877 he 
served in the Guérriere, on the European Station, and the 
Richmond, of the North Pacific and South Pacific Sta- 
tions. He next served in the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
and as lighthouse inspector until 18838, when he was 
placed in command of the Michigan. He again served as 
lighthouse inspector from 1886 to December, 1890, and 
was subsequently placed in command of the Iroquois, 
where he remained until July, 1892. He was lighthouse 
inspector from July, 1892, to May, 1893, and was subse- 
quently on duty at Newport, was in command of the re- 
ceiving ship Independence, and was in command of the 
Olympia from February, 1895, to July, 1897, taking her 
to the Asiatic Station. In April, 1898, he was assigned 
to command the Richmond, and on being promoted rear 
admiral, Nov. 29, 1900, he was assigned to command the 
navy yard, Portsmouth. He was retired for age June 13, 
1904, after a sea service of twenty-one years and eleven 
months and shore duty of eighteen years and eleven 
months. ; 

The Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department 
is in receipt of a cablegram from the Governor General 
of the Philippine Islands reporting in brief that Ist Lieut. 
James C. Blandford, of the Philippines Constabulary, died 
on Oct. 23, 1910, of malarial fever. He was a native of 
Maryland and a graduate of the Maryland Agricultural 
College, at which place he was instructor at the time of 
his appointment to the Philippines Constabulary in 1905. 

Col. James Rockwell, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., a_distin- 
guished officer of the Army, died at Providence Hospital, 
Washington. D.C., Oct. 22, 1910, from a complication of 
diseases. Colonel Rockwell leaves a wife and three 
children, Civil Engr. James V. Rockwell, U.S.N., now 
stationed at the New York Navy Yard; Lieut. Charles 
K. Rockwell, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., on duty at the 
War Department, and Miss Helen S. Rockwell, of Wash- 
ington. Colonel Rockwell was born in Utica, N.Y., Sept. 
6, 1848, and was graduated from the U.S. Military 
Academy in 1870, and, as a second lieutenant, was as- 
signed to the 1st Cavalry, and served with that regiment 
in Idaho, Arizona and California. He took an active 
part in the Modoc campaign in the early seventies and 
was recommended for brevet rank. After two years 
service as instructor of military tactics at the Military 
Academy he was anpointed first lientenant in the Ord- 
nance Department in November, 1874, and reached the 
grade of colonel in that department in August, 1907. He 
was successively stationed at Lincoln, Dak. : Rock Island, 
Tll.: Benicia. Cal.; Troy, N.Y., and Springfield, Mass. 
During the Spanish War he served as lieutenant colonel 
and chief of ordnance of Volunteers, first at Chickamauga 
and then at San Juan, Porto Rico. He was offered the 
command of a New York regiment during the war, but 
declined it. Since that war he had commanded the 
Columbia Arsenal, in Tennessee, for three years, and was 
then on duty at Frankford Arsenal for five years. He. 
was chief ordnance officer in the Department of Dakota, 
at St. Paul. from 1907 until a few months ago, when he 
was assigned to duty in the office of the Chief of Ordnance 
at the War Department. Shortly afterward Colonel 
Rockwell was taken ill and was sent to the Walter Reed 
General Hospital, Tacoma Park, D.C., for treatment. 
Subsequently he was moved to Providence Hospital. where 
he died. The burial was at West Point, N.Y. He was 
second ranking officer among the colonels of ordnance.

Brig. Gen. David P. Heap, U.S.A., retired, died at 
Pasadena, Cal., Oct. 25, 1910, in his residence, 346 West 
California street, after a long illness. He was born at. 
the U.S. Legation in San Stefano, Turkey, in March, 
1843, when his father was Minister to that country. When 
he was old enough to travel he came to the United States, 
and soon afterward entered the Germantown Academy, 
where he prepared for Georgetown College. He entered 
the U.S. Military Academy jin 1860, and was graduated 
in 1864, and was promoted to the Army as a first lieu- 
tenant, Corps of Engineers, standing number seven in his 
class. During the Civil War he served with the Engineer 
Battalion of the Army of the Potomac in the Richmond 
campaign from June 24 to Sept. 18, 1864. He was en- 
gaged in the siege of Petersburg, including the mine 
assault, July 80, 1864. He was with the Engineer Bat- 
talion in the siege of Petersburg from Oct. 13, 1864, to. 
Feb. 24, 1865, and was engaged in the construction and 
repair of the front line of works and on the raid for the: 
destruction of the Weldon Railroad to Meherrin River. 
He took part with the Engineer Battalion in the siege 
of Petersburg and the pursuit of the rebel Army under 
General Lee, March 26 to April 9, 1865, being engaged in 
building bridges, making reconnaissances and repairing: 
roads, and in making map and plan of rebel works at 
Highbridge in April, 1865. He was made a brevet cap- 
tain on April 2, 1865, for gallant and meritorious services. 
during the siege of Petersburg, Va. After the war he 
served at Willets Point, Fort Ontario and other places, 
and was engaged in work in connection with the improve- 
ment of harbors on Lake Michigan and was engaged in 
other important engineering work. He was Chief Engineer 
of the Department of Dakota from February, 1870, to 
October, 1872, and was under the orders of Major Abbot 
upon the defenses of the eastern entrance to New York 
Harbor during apart of 1874, and was also on duty at 
Newport, R.I. He had charge of collecting, arranging, 
ete., articles pertaining to the Engineer Department for 
the International Centennial Exposition from March, 
1875, to May, 1877.

He 
was promoted major, 3d U.S. Infantry, Oct. 29, 1873, 
and lieutenant colonel, 7th U.S. Infantry, May 19, 1871. 
He was retired for age February, 1887, and was advanced 
to colonel on the retired list in 1904. General Chipman, 
among other services during the Civil War, participated 
in the siege of Yorktown, the battles of Gaines’s Mill, 
Malvern Hill. second Bull Run, Antietam, Fredericksburg, 
Chancellorsville, Gettysburg and the affair at Rappahan- 
nock Station. When the 3d Infantry, of which he was 
major, moved from Corinne, Utah, to Helena, Mont., it 
marched 500 miles in thirty days over the Rocky Moun- 
tains, when the temperature at times was sixteen degrees 
below zero and the ground covered with snow.

Dept., has 
resulted in the promotion of Lieut. Col. Charles H. Clark 
and Major George W. Burr. A board, consisting of Col. 
Stanhope E. Blunt, Lieut. Col, Charles B. Wheeler. and 
Major John E. Rice, Ord. Dept., has been authorized to 
select a captain to fill the vacancy occasioned by these 
changes. The board will meet at the New York Arsenal, 
Governors Island, N.Y., on Oct. 29. * 

President Taft has before him three important court- 
martial cases, which may be acted upon any day. They 
are those of Col. George F. Cooke, retired, Capt. Guy H. 
B. Smith, 4th U.S. Inf., and Chaplain John E. Dallam, 
12th U.S. Inf. Colonel Cooke was recently tried at Van- 
couver Barracks, Wash., on a charge of being responsible 
for the theft by a non-commissioned officer of about 
$10,000 while he was lieutenant colonel of the 22d In- 
fantry, which was stationed in Alaska. Captain Smith 
was tried by a secret court-martial at Fort Leavenworth 
for an alleged offense on an Army transport, and Chaplain 
Dallam for writing a letter to a Manila newspaper 
criticising the result of his former court-martial. 

The G.C.M. in the case of Major Elmore F. Taggart, 
24th U.S. Inf., placed on trial at Fort Porter, N.Y., has 
been concluded, and the proceedings sent to Major Gen- 
eral Grant, commanding the Department of the Hast. The 
charges against him allege misconduct during the time he 
was in command at Fort Porter two years ago, and later 
at Fort Niagara. Major “aggart was defended by Capt. 
Thomas E: Boyd, 74th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., and 1st Lieut. 
J. J. Mayes, 24th U.S. Inf., and interposed a plea of not 
guilty to all of the specifications of the charges. The 
sessions of the court were held behind closed doors. 

A detailed account of the accident by which Lieut. John 
W. Ward, 30th Inf., lost his leg has been received at the 
War Department from Capt. James L. Bevans, Med. 
Corps. It appears that Lieutenant Ward was in a large 
crowd of officers and men from Camp Atascadero who, on 
Qct. 8, were attempting to board a train at Paso Robles. 
The officer was in front of the crowd, and was crowded 
up against the moving train. While extending his hand 
against the cars, in an effort to keep from being pushed 
beneath them, he tripped upon a soldier that had fallen, 
and fell across the rail. The wheels of the car ran over 
his leg, crushing it so that it had to be amputated. 

Corpl. James Sullivan, Co. A, Signal Corps, U.S.A., 
on duty at Fort Omaha, Neb., had his arm amputated 
by Army surgeons on Oct, 24, as a result of trying to 
use an aeroplane. Sullivan had his arm mangled Oct. 23 
near Courtland Beach in the propeller of a biplane owned 
by M. R. Cole. A detail of Army men were watching 
the aeroplane experiments. Sullivan was adjusting the 
carbureter in an endeavor to increase the pulling power 
of the propeller. The men were working up about 1,200 
revolutions 2 minute on the propeller. which increased 
its suction power. Sullivan got his. thumb in the pro- 
peller, and in a twinkling his arm was drawn into the 
paddles. His arm below the elbow was frightfully crushed 
and mangled before the power could be shut off, and the 
proneller was wrecked. Cornoral Sullivan was removed 
to the hospital at Fort Omaha, where it was finally de- 
cided by the surgeons that there was no hope of saving 
the arm, and it was amputated. 

Pvt. William A. Stabenan, Co. L, 28th Inf., who was 
found guilty of throwing stones at Ist Lieut. Hugh A. 
Parker, 28th Inf., and of introducing a keg of beer into 
Fort Snelling on Sept. 9 last, will not get another oppor- 
trnity to do so. He has been sentenced to dishonorable 
discharge, with loss of all pay and allowances, and con- 
finement at hard labor for two years. 

After an investigation into the matter of the murderous 
assault made upon Robert Kane, a_saloonkeéper of 
Whitestone,- N.Y., recently by six soldiers stationed at 
Fort Totten, Col. A. Todd, commander of the fort, an- 
nounced on Oct. 27 that he had come to the conclusion 
that the soldiers were justified, in their action. He said 
his investigation showed him that the soldiers had heen 
set upon’ by Kane, and that ‘he hit one of the soldiers 
with a bottle. ’ 

Advices received at the War Department state that 
Corpl. Albert J. Myer. U.S.A.. grandson of the late Brig. 
Gen. Albert J. Myer, U.S.A., has been found guilty by a 
court-martial at Fort Banks, Mass., of disobedience of 
orders and absence without leave. He was sentenced 
to he reduced. to the grade of private and to three months 
at hard labor and to forfeit $50 pay. Major General 
Grant approved the proceedings, but remitted the prison 
sentence on account of the ill health of Corporal Myer.

HAZING AT WEST POINT. 


Noticing a social entertainment at the home of Mrs. 
Richard Evans, Johnstown, N.Y., in honor of the battle 
of Johnstown, the Morning Herald, of that city, says: 
“Brig. Gen. Edgar S. Dudley, retired, delivered an ad- 
dress on West Point. No one is more competent to talk 
on the Military Academy at this military training school 
than General Dudley. His constant and able work for 
ever twoscore years enables him to speak upon the sub- 
ject as but few can.” In the course of his address 
General Dudley said: 

“In all educational institutions, of public character at 
least, it seems to have been the custom from time im- 
memorial for upper classmen to annoy or have fun with 
the newcomers, and West Point has not been an excep- 
tion to the rule: but it has been of a different character 
from that of civil institutions. Instead of ‘smoking a 
freshman out’ or assaulting him if he wears a peculiar 
style of hat or carries a cane, it took the form at West 
Point of ‘additional instruction in the duties of a soldier,’ 
and especially the great importance of respect for and 
obedience to his superior. which, of course, meant, just 
then, that particular cadet of a higher class who was 
giving him his instructions. What they required of him 
was only in a line with what that cadet had to do himself, 
and the plebe was often learning how to do things to 
which he had ‘never before been accustomed. Much of 
the interference with sentinels, which was, I am afraid, 
sometimes carried too far. tanght self-restraint and self- 
reliance. and resulted in the instruction of néw cadet 
as to what action he should take in case of af ethergeney 
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and in a practical knowledge of the rights and duties of 
sentinels. 

“In the older days it was a rule not to lay hands upon 
any new cadet, and the ‘deviling,’ as it was called, was 
never for the purpose of doing physical or mental injury ; 
so that when its character was once recognized by the 
new cadet as not originating in any personal antagonism, 
put really as a matter of fun and instruction, he generally 
took it in good part. Those who were deviled most were 
sons of wealthy or prominent men. It was deemed 
necessary, for their own good and the benefit. of their 
classmates, that such young men should understand that, 
as cadets, all stood upon the same level, that no snobbish- 
ness would be endured. In later years there was unhappily 
introduced at West Point, coming from false ideas 
imbibed at preparatory schools, a form of ‘hazing’ which 
was brutal, and which has been suppressed by stringent 
laws and prompt action of the superintendents. I believe 
that the men who were most inclined to this offense were 
those low in studies or in character, who never graduated, 
but, though dismissed or discharged, left the stigma of 
their acts upon their classmates and the Academy. 

“President Finley, of the College of the City of New 
York, in a study of the value of a collegiate education 
as a factor of success in life, in a list of eighteen univer- 
sities and colleges, and the percentage of their graduates 
whe have met with ‘success’ in eivil life, places West 
Point at the head with a percentage of 5.9; the Naval 
Academy and Harvard are second, each with a percentage 
of 5.5.”

Mr. H. Irving Hancock, chemist and author of a long 
series of popular books, including “Life at West Point,” 
is writing a new series of books for boys, concerning 
which he writes us: “It is not my intention to burden 
my books for boys with too much information. I have 
always found that a mistake when writing for boys 
through the medium of fiction. 'They are quick to detect 
when they are being ‘instructed’ by a writer, and usually 
resent it. What I shall try to do in this series of books 
is to set forth the fascination of Army life, as a boy 
would see it, rather than as a man would find it. The 
average reader of such books is close to the enlisting age, 
and I want my tales to drive him as far as the recruiting 
office, when the rest will be up to the officer in charge. 
Reading boys, all other things being equal, make the best 
soldiers, I believe. When I was in Japan officers of the 
army of that country told me that their best soldiers 
were the young men who always contrived to have a book 
or two in their field pack. When the present writer was 
in Cuba, with the Fifth Army Corps, he had the happi- 
ness of running across several young fellows who told 
him that his stories had given them their first big desire 
for the military life. I hope the series on which I am 
now engaged will have the effect of sending many of the 
most desirable young men into the ranks of the Army.” 


Standing last June near the tree planted by President 
McKinley in front of the Executive offices of the White 
House we heard a visitor deplore the fact that more had 
not been published about the country’s historic trees. 
This grumbler may pass a few happy minutes now by 
reading in the Independent of Oct. 20 an illustrated 
article on “Celebrated and Historic Trees,” by Brig. Gen. 
James H. Wilson, U.S.A., retired. He speaks of the 
“marvelous specimen” of cypress associated with Monte- 
zuma and his conquerer, Cortez, at Chapultepec, proved 
recently by Mexican scientists to date back to the days 
of Adam and Eve; a fairly respectable age even for a 
tree. This tree attracted the attention of Gen. Winfield 
Scott during the Mexican War, and it was under that 
giant tree that U. S. Grant and R. E. Lee, then soldiers 
under Scott, first met, to meet again later so dramatically 
at Appomattox. Other trees associated with famous 
battles are the magnificent black walnut in the vicinity 
of Haverstraw, on the Hudson River, near which General 
Wayne mustered his little force for the night capture of 
Stony Point: the pecan tree near New Orleans, where 
Sir Edward Pakersham, Wellington’s brother-in-law, was 
killed, and the famous trees at Vicksburg and Appomattox 
near which General Grant received the surrender, respec- 
tively, of General Pemberton and General Lee,

The formation of a Philippine service society was 
proposed at the Lake Mohonk Conference on Oct. 20 by 
Prof. John G. Culter, formerly of the Philippine Bureau 
of Education and editor of ‘a Manila paper. The society 
would be composed of Americans who had lived in the 
islands at least two years and now live in the United 
States, and its chief object would be to further the in- 
terests of the archipelago. Episcopal Bishop Charles H. 
Brent said the time has come to place industrial matters 
in the forefront in the Philippines; politics no longer 
needs the old-time attention. William S. Washington, 
formerly a director of civil service in the Philippines, 
ascribed the small stature and physical deterioration of 
the Filipinos to their neglect for generations of the 
rules of personal, domestic and public hygiene, but a 
change will come from the sanitary regulations first in- 
stituted and enforced by the medical officers of the Army 
of the United States. 
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Mrs. Rebecca Meade, daughter of Rear Admiral Hiram 
Paulding, who is now in her seventieth year, has nearly 
completed the work on a biography of the Admiral, who 
died in 1878. He was born in 1797 in New York city 
and entered the Navy in 1811, being retired for age in 
1862. Admiral Paulding, when a midshipman, received 
a vote of thanks and a sword from Congress for his 
services in the battle of Lake Champlain, 1814. Before 
his promotion to lieutenant, in 1816, he also saw service 
under Decatur in the Barbary War. He served against 
the West Indian pirates in 1822-28. His arrest of the 
filibuster, William Walker, in December, 1857, got him 
into trouble with President Buchanan, who relieved him 
from command, but Nicaragua presented him with a 
sword and a large tract of valuable land, which Congress 
would not allow him to accept. After his retirement he 
rendered important services as commandant of the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard and as governor of the Naval Asylum. 


The American Marine Engineer for October says: 
“Rear Admiral Sperry says the greatest need’ of the 
United States Navy to-day is a merchant marine, which 
shall include as large and swift vessels as the Lusitania 
and Mauretania. He comes out flatly with the opinion 
that ‘our government should do what England, Germany, 
Japan and France are doing ‘to encourage and develop 
merchant ipping.’ He affirms ‘it is not so much _ ad- 
ditional ‘fighting ships that we need now as merchant 
vessels that could be used in conjunction with the war- 
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ships we already have.’’ These views have been given to wise than temporarily, the Sepinaniing officer of the Post or

2. Appointment, Promotion, and Reduction of Non-Com- 
missioned Officers on Duty with Machine-Gun Plat —The 
appointment, promotion, and reduction of non-commissioned 
officers on duty with a machine-gun platoon will be made by 
the regimental commander, generally upon the recommenda- 
tion of the company commander after the latter officer has 
conferred with the machine-gun platoon commander. [If 
concert of action cannot be seeured between the company 
and platoon commanders,’ the regimental commander is com- 
petent to appoint, promoté, and reduce the non-commisioned 
Officers on duty with a machine-gun platoon whenever, in 
his opinion, such action is necessary for the best interests 
of the Service. ? 

8. Trial of a Military Convict for an Offense’ Committed 
while a Soldier.—In the case of a deserter who, after having 
been dishonorably discharged from the military service, was

A “baseless slander’ is the characterization by the 
commander of the Atascadero camp of the charge of the 
Los Angeles Ministerial Association that liquor was sold 
at the camp. In support of this statement the com- 
mander of the camp quotes the Inspector General, showing 
that not only was no liquor sold in the camp contrary to 
law, but that there is very little drunkenness at the 
camp. The commander's letter is exceptionally strong, in 
which he discusses the practical side of the canteen ques- 
tion. It was brought out by a telegram from the presi- 
dent and secretary of the Ministerial Association of Los 
Angeles to the Secretary of War, in which it was stated 
that the association was reliably informed that soldiers 
were intoxicated at Atascadero camp as the result of 
liquor sold in the canteen there. Assuming that this 
report was true, the president of the Ministerial Associa- 
tion demanded that the laws and regulations be enforced. 
The following is the reply to the association: 

W.D., A.G.O., Washington, Oct. 25, 1910. 


Rey. F. J. Mundy, President, 
Los Angeles Ministerial Association. 

Sir: Referring to your telegram of Sept. 26, 1910, in 
the matter of the alleged intoxication of enlisted men at 
the camp of instruction at Atascadero, Cal., from liquors 
sold in canteen there, I have the honor to quote for your 
information the following reports on the subject by the 
Inspector General and the commanding officer, Camp 
Atascadero, to whom your telegram was referred, which 
reports are concurred in by the Secretary of War: 

By the Inspector General: 


Up to the date of enclosed telegram there had been three 
cases of men tried for drunkenness, and there were about 
eighteen cases of men absent without leave, but nearly all 
these cases of absence without léave were before the camp 
was really opened on Sept. 15, as eleven of them were in 
the Field Artillery, which arrived here on Aug. 10. 

In my opinion, formed from personal observation and in- 
quiry of a number of officers and others, the camp has been 
exceptionally free from drunkenness of any kind, there being 
less in this camp than any large one that I have ever at- 
tended. The only drunkenness that I have heard about was 
at the commencement of camp, and the liquor was obtained 
off the reservation. 

I believe the laws and regulations are enforced, and that 
the enclosed telegram’ is undoubtedly the result of misip- 
formation for I have made continual inspections of camp to 
see what was going on. 

By the camp commander: + 


The statement in the within telegram is a baseless slander ; 
unintentional, doubtless, but none the less a slander. It is 
unnecessary to say that there is no t intained in 
this camp or in this department. Uninformed or unintelli- 
gent persons visiting the camp, and seeing the soldiers: drink- 
ing the various soft drinks which are universally permitted 
to be sold in post exchanges, go away and without ‘further 
inquiry report that they have seen soldiers drink intoxicat- 
ing liquors, whereas om the. slightest investigation they 
would learn that they are drinking root beer, sarsaparilla 
and other liquids of that character which .are freely con- 
sumed in a camp where the men work as hard, and where the 
heat has been as intense as it is here. If, then; an’ intoxi- 
cated soldier is seen (and in a camp of 4,000 men,a few 
such will inevitably be seen), whether on or off’ the reserva- 
tion, who has obtained the vile liquor sold (much of it il- 
legally), in places about the reservation, these people at- 
tribute his intoxication, without any investigation, to the 
soft drinks that they have seen him take in’ camp. 

There seems to be a disposition on the part of both well- 
intentioned and ill-intentioned people to prevent the sale in 
the post exchanges of everything that adds to the comfort 
of the soldiers’ life. I have a letter from the Mayor of 
San Francisco, which contains a thinly veiled threat to re- 
establish, at the gate of the Presidio of San Francisco, the 
saloons which have been suppressed for the last two Years, 
and which formerly made that part of the city an abomina- 
tion to all decent people, civilians and military salike—a 
threat that these saloons will be re-established unless the 
post exchanges are abolished. If associations of Christian 
gentlemen, such as the association which is the author .of 
the within telegram, would only assist the military authori- 
ties of a camp like this by doing everything in their power 
to suppress the ‘‘blind tigers,’’ the ‘‘boot loggers” and 
other similar evil places and characters that are found in its 
vicinity they would improve instead of deteriorating the 
morals of the camp. As it is all their efforts are directed 
(unintentionally, of course), by depriving the soldier of all 
reasonable attractions within the camp to forcing him to 
resort to just such places and characters for his amusement. 
But, even though I have received no assistance whatever 
from these well-intentioned but ill-informed associations, this 
camp has been the most orderly and free from apparent use 
of intoxicants of any of the several that I have heretofore 
attended. The gentlemen who have conducted the Y¥.M.O0.A. 
institution during the entire camp, and who have conducted 
the same institution at others, have informed me that they 
have never seen so little signs of intoxication. The same 
information has been given me, voluntarily, by newspaper 
gentlemen who move continually and freely about the camp 
and among enlisted men. These statements reinforce those 
of the Inspector General in the fourth indorsement hereon, 
as well as my own observations during the past thirty days, 
and the information that I have obtained on careful in- 
quiry from all commanding officers. The very few cases of 
intoxication that have occurred have, in every case, been 
due to liquor obtained by men off the reservation. Very

FIRST LIEUTENANT INFANTRY dating December, 1904, 
wishes to transfer to FIELD ARTILLERY OR CAVALRY. A 
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One of the reasons for the delay in the preparation 
of the Infantry Drill Regulations is that the bayonet 
exercises will be included in the new manual. After the 
new manual is out it will not be necessary to issue the 
little booklet entitled “Bayonet Exercises.” This will add 
about thirty pages to the drill manual. It also increases 
the work of Col. Joseph W. Duncan and Capt. William 
S. Graves, who are giving all the time that they can 
spare from their duties on the General Staff to the prep- 
aration of the regulations. It is not probable that the 
General Staff will approve the new regulations before 
some time next summer or fall. As has been stated 
previously in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, it has been 
decided to give the new regulations a practical test in 
actual service with a regiment before they are presented 
to the General Staff for approval. As this experiment 
cannot be made until some time next summer, when one 
of the regiments goes into camp, it is not probable that 
any effort will be made to issue the new manual’ until 
some time next fall. It has not been decided whether 
the Manual of Guard Duty will be revised. It is possible 
that the changes in the Manual of Guard Duty resulting 
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from the new regulations will be provided for in an 
appendix to the Manual of Guard Duty. 

A choice between the Savage and Colt automatic pistols 
presents a very perplexing problem to the Ordnance De- 
partment. Both companies have developed very high 
grade pistols. Every week or so the companies present a 
new improvement on the automatic pistols to the Ordnance 
Department for consideration, until both of the pistols 
have approached very close to perfection. The reports 
on practical tests in the Service of both pistols have been 
made to the Ordnance Department. In addition to this, 
the very latest models have been submitted to the depart- 
ment by representatives of the Colt and Savage concerns. 
So far the Colt has the preference. 

The report of the Chief of Staff has been completed and 
is now in the hands of the Acting Secretary of War. As 
General Wood has only been acting as Chief of Staff for 
a short time his report is not a very large document, but 
it is said to contain a number of important recommenda- 
tions.

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AERONAUTICS FOR THE SERVICES. 

The wide public attention attracted by the admirable 
appeal to midshipmen to interest themselves in naval 
aeronautics from Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester, which 
was published in our last issue, should awaken Congress 
to the necessity of providing adequate funds for the 
proper study of military aeronautics. While other coun- 
tries, notably France and Germany, are spending large 
sums annually in investigating the possibilities of aerial 
warfare, the Unted States is doing practically nothing. 
Indeed, we have it from the Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army, that “we have made no material progress in aero- 
nautics during the past year.” 

Our backwardness, apathy, lethargy, in the matter of 
military aviation may be guessed at after one reads else- 
where in this issue the instructive letter of Lieut. Frank 
P. Lahm, 7th U.S. Cav., supplementing our reports of 
the work of the balloonists and aeroplanists in the French 
maneuvers, with highly significant observations on the 
meaning of the successes of the military aviators in 
France. Coming, as these views do, from a Cavalry 
officer of unquestioned ability to form an intelligent 
judgment and of long experience in actual aeronautic 
work, they should be pondered well. 

The superiority of the French army at the present 
moment Lieutenant Lahm seems to make clear, so far as 
reconnaissance goes. It will be noted that he says that 
when aerial scouts were not flying the operations of the 
troops were comparatively slow and listless. The infer- 
ence is plain that the operations of a hostile army, want- 
ing aerial scouts, in moving against a French force would 
have been materially handicapped. 

It is not necessary to admit all the absurd claims made 
for aeroplanes, such as the ability to rain down from 
the skies on fleet and fort destroying bombs, in order to 
appreciate the fact that the time has come when in our 
Army and Navy there should be developed a body of 
young men trained in the manipulation of airships of all 
kinds, and ready in case of emergency to put this knowl- 
edge to the supreme test of actual war. The officers of 
the Army and Navy are trained to take the risks of war. 
What ‘catastrophes may await the use of new engines of 
war will not deter them any more than they did Cushing 
and others who, like him, went dauntlessly to the task of 
exploding torpedoes in the Civil War. What we want 
now is to add to this fearlessness of risks the ability to 
make their work aloft as effective as possible and to take 
eare of themselves when things go wrong. 

This skill cannot be acquired in a haphazard manner. 
It must be regularly learned. Flying, like shipbuilding, 
to-day is largely a question of mathematics, of scientific 
calculation. A few weeks after his sustained flights at 
Pau, France, in the spring of 1909, Wilbur Wright had 
orders from the French, German and Italian armies and 
was training their army officers. After a year’s experi- 
ment France and Germany are doubling the number of 
their military planes, and every first class army except 
that of the United States has a corps busy on aviation 
work. 

This inferior position we occupy in the field is due 
to no fault of the Army, but to the parsimony of Con- 
gress. General Allen, Chief Signal Officer of the Army, 
has, as. our columns will testify, appealed again and 
again to Congress for an appropriation sufficient to enable 
the Corps to make proper experiments in aeronautics. 
Practically nothing came of it, for the appropriation 
voted was virtually limited to the routine needs of the 
Corps. 

If there were nothing more than the aeroplane’s 
practicability in reconnoissance, Congress would be justi- 
fied in granting a large sum for immediate experiments 
not less exhaustive than those being made abroad. It 
may be that the extravagant claims put forth for the 
aeroplane have militated against Congressional enthu- 
siasm. Predictions that battleships would be wrecked, 
forts and cities destroyed by a rain of explosives, were 
exaggerated enough to turn away, rather than stimulate 
Congressional intérest. So also were the early stories, 
following Blériot’s flight across the channel, of a flock of 
aeroplanes landing troops in England. The absurdity of 
these predictions of the fleet-destroying possibilities of 
aeroplanes is clearly shown by Comdr. John F. Hubbard, 
U.S.N., in an article in Harper’s Weekly on “Aeroplanes 
in Naval Warfare,” to which we briefly referred in our 
last issue. He makes it plain that the modern Dread- 
nought has little to fear from any explosives an. aerial 
foe might drop upon her. Explosive bombs dropped on 
steel plates are not a serious menace, especially as all 
vital parts of a ship opening above the water are pro- 
tected below the upper decks by heavy gratings. Hiram 
Maxim showed Jong ago how ineffectual against. steel 
plates ‘is the action of explosives without, ‘penetration, 
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even when high explosives in large quantities are used. 
The armored ends of a battleship may be crushed in from 
above and she will steam and fight with but slightly 
reduced power. The explosion of a large bomb or pro- 
jectile on a turret or conning tower could have little 
result on its action. A gun mounted on the ship platform 
to repel aeroplane attack should for years to come show 
an advantage over the weapon designed to launch pro- 
jectiles from the air. Range finders, range tables, and 
even new gun types, may confidently be looked for when 
the air attacks become really menacing. Commander 
Hubbard lays this down as an italicized maxim: “Every 
tactical element that secures an aeroplane from destruc- 
tion during its attack on ships, such as great speed, cover 
of darkness or safe altitude, in turn reduces to an equal 
or greater extent its probability of success.” 

Exactly in line with this clear-cut definition of the 
limitations of the planes has been the experience of sev- 
eral aviators at the international tournament which is 
under way at Belmont Park, New York city. In rising 
into low clouds they lost their bearings entirely and 
wandered about in the sky, not knowing where they were. 
On the opening day two flying machines while on the 
ground were caught by gusts of a twenty-five mile wind, 
tipped over and put out of commission. This fragility 
will in time be overcome in a measure, but at present it 
reveals the extreme delicacy of this new instrument of 
war upon which so many fanciful hopes are pinned. 

It is by realizing the limitations of the aeroplane and 
dirigible at present that one best advances the interests 
of military aeronautics. There is a great tendency toward 
hyperbole these days. Mr. Wellman has been credited 
with being the first to send wireless from a dirigible, this 
feat having been accomplished during his recent effort to 
fly across the ocean, but, as Lieutenant Lahm shows, the 
Clément-Bayard dirigible used wireless during the recent 
maneuvers in France. 

Commander Hubbard finds many things in the aero- 
plane to recommend it as an auxiliary to the fleet. Among 
them are: Small space required for packing; ease of 
solving problems of “get away” and of “landing”; ability 
to be easily hoisted on board ship after landing along- 
side; a fast auxiliary ship for carrying the planes could 
have rails for launching; it could be up and away in 
less than half an hour, in about the time required to get 
steam up in a picket launch; almost immediately after 
its ascent its horizon is from fifty to one hundred miles; 
its speed is so great no boat could approach it, watch 
it, or report its final direction of flight; it is a difficult 
object to hit with any gun thus far designed; it can 
operate in twilight or darkness; its cost is negligible; if 
lost, it sacrifices fewer lives than any other warlike 
element of the fleet; it gives its pilot the power of seeing 
beneath the water surface to an unprecedented degree, 
thus detecting rocks and shoals, and even submarines. 
A fleet commander in war with skilful aerial scouts before 
nightfall could assure the fleet’s safety for the coming 
night, guarding against torpedo attack, even from sub- 
marines. He could look into fortified harbors in search 
of the enemy, avoiding such bombardment as that at San 
Juan, Porto Rico, in 1898. A good aviator would have 
meant much to Admirals Sampson and Schley during 
their search for Cervera. 

With such possibilities for naval aviation, there can 
be no good reason apparently why an adequate appro- 
priation should not be made for Navy experimentation, 
although it may be argued that flying is at present in so 
experimental a stage that its weaknesses need to be over- 
come at first on land, since, until it is adapted to land 
purposes, it will be futile to expect results from it at sea. 

In his paper on the military uses of flying machines 
in the Infantry Journal of September, Capt. G. L. 
Townsend, 1st U.S. Inf., pointed out that it is not the 
mere hitting of an aeroplane that will count; it must 
be brought to earth. “Winging” a plane is not important, 
since, “although several shots should reach it, in order 
to disable it either the operator would have to be hit in 
a vital place or the machinery damaged, as shots can go 
through the planes without impairing the flying powers. 
Suppose one or two machines were brought down, the 
loss would be small compared with the value of the in- 
formation brought in by the others; and nothing is 
thought of the loss of a troop or two provided the rest 
of the squadron comes in to report that a division is 
unexpectedly coming in on the flank or that the enemy’s 
reserves are massed against the left.” In the operations 
around Santiago, where transport was so difficult and 
scouting by Cavalry nearly impossible, the possession of 
four or five aeroplanes would have been of inestimable 
valve to the American Army, as they could have been 
taken where the balloon trains could not go. Moving at 
great speed, they would not have indicated the location 
of the Army as did the balloon used. Whatever the 
development of the aeroplanes and dirigibles Captain 
Townsend would not have the man-carrying kite dropped 
altogether. He says it still has important uses, and 
would have it included in balloon equipment. 
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Although not mentioned in the advance copy of the 
general order published in the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL 
of Oct. 22, page 211, the General Staff will be expected 
to devote “the maximum amount of time to practical and 
theoretical instruction of troops” just as the division, 
department and post commanders will under the order. In 
the first place the division, department and post com- 
manders will be expected by the War Department to make 
written Teports’ of the inspections that they have made of 
the troops under their rommand. They will be required 
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to go into details in these reports, showing what they 
have done and the condition of the troops under their 
command. Not only will the members of the General 
Staff, but General Wood, Chief of Staff, will make in- 
spection trips of the departments and posts, Unannounced 
the Chief of Staff and the members of the Staff will 
appear in different parts of the country where the Army 
is stationed. The officers from the General Staff will 
make inspections with a definite purpose in view. They 
will be expected to report to the Department as to 
whether the division, department and post commanders 
are complying with the orders and regulations of the De- 
partment. In order to give the members of the General 
Staff an opportunity to make these inspections much of 
the paper work now done in the Department will be 
turned over to the subordinate officers and clerks. Already 
steps have been taken in this direction in the War Depart- 
ment, and by the time the new order has been put into 
effect it is thought that the Chief of Staff and the chiefs 
of the four divisions of the General Staff will be able to 
leave Washington at any time that it will be necessary 
for them to make an inspection of a department or a 
station. Nothing unusual will be required of the officers 
and enlisted men. The change in policy simply means 
that the officers of the Army will be relieved of as much 
administrative and clerical work as possible, with a view 
to giving them time to pay attention to strictly military 
duties. It is the opinion of the General Staff that in train- 
ing enlisted strength for field fitness under war conditions 
the officers have neglected themselves. This has not been 
due to wilful neglect on the part of the officers, but they 
have become so engrossed with administrative duties that 
they have not kept up their military training. 
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It has been the fault of conservatism since the be- 
ginning of time to underestimate the value of criticism 
and suggestions for change, and this may be true of the 
criticisms of Rear Admiral Goodrich because of his 
article in the Independent, from which we recently quoted. 
None the less, the suggestions of Admiral Goodrich are 
in the line of improvement and advance. It is not to be 
expected that we should be able to apply to our navy 
yards the thorough system of specialization, and at the 
same time co-ordination, of work in mechanical construc- 
tion which originates with Mr. Frederick Winslow 
Taylor, of Philadelphia; but a study of Mr. Taylor’s 
methods, and the methods: of those who have followed his 
practice, might lead to improvements in the administra- 
tion of our navy yards. We understand that these 
methods have been applied to some extent in Panama 
Canal work, with results not altogether satisfactory at 
first, but improving as practice was obtained. There 
would seem to be no good reason why we should abandon 
ourselves to despair because we cannot in the Navy equal 
the work of Mr. Taylor, who is a genius in his line, and 
has had, in addition to a thorough technical education 
at Stevens, large practical experience at Midvale, 
Bethlehem and Cramps; whose achievement is repre- 
sented by one hundred patents for various inventions, and 
whose work has been recognized by the bestowal of a 
gold medal by the Franklin Institute and another by the 
Paris Exposition of 1900. There are others, however, 
who are following in the footsteps of Mr. Taylor and 
applying his methods to shop practice, e.g., Mr. Frank B. 
Gilbreth, of New York, and Mr. James M. Dodge and 
his son, Mr. Korn Dodge, consulting engineers, of Phila- 
delphia, and a number of others. We are glad to learn 
that Professor Hollis, of Harvard, formerly of our Navy, 
and one of the ablest men in this country in mechanical 
engineering lines and administrative problems, is devoting 
some attention to the subject of naval reorganization, 
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The resignation of Midshipman Ruskin P. Hall, U.S.N., 
of the Delaware, which was tendered Aug, 24 and accepted 
this week, to be effective Oct. 29, called attention to the 
frequency with which midshipmen are leaving the Navy 
on account of chronic seasickness. There is a suspicion 
in the Navy Department. that in some cases there are 
other causes for the resignations and that the matter 
should be given a thorough investigation. During the past 
year ten of twelve midshipmen have resigned from the 
Navy on account of seasickness. Quite a number of the 
midshipmen have been transferred, or rather entered 
the Coast Artillery after they had resigned from the Navy. 
The Artillery officers have been only too willing to take 
them into the Corps, a course at Annapolis being in some 
respects the best preparation for service in the Coast 
Artillery, whose officers are frequently called upon to take 
command of mine planters and other boats in connection 
with the coast defenses, so that a naval officer generally 
proves to be a valuable addition to the personnel of the 
Corps. But this disposition of the Artillery to accept 
midshipmen who have resigned from the Navy for what 
appears to be trivial causes is proving embarrassing to 
the Navy Department. To check this wholesale transfer 
from the Navy to the Coast Artillery the Navy Depart- 
ment has asked the Corps not to accept any naval cadets 
until their applications have been passed upon by the 
Navy Department. 
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President Taft has been so occupied with political 
affairs and inaugurating his new policy for the reorgani- 
zation of the business methods of the departments that 
he has been unable to give any time to the selection of 





the five new brigadier generals who will be appointed to ; 


fill. the vacancies to occur early next year. It is under- 
stood that the President has a large list of officers under 
consideration, but has not made up his mind as to whom 


he will select. In discussing the prospective vacancies 
witha member of Congress, a few days ago, the President 
indicated that he had about decided to appoint Brig. Gen. 
Arthur Murray, Chief of Coast Artillery, to succeed Major 
Gen. W. P. Duvall when the latter retires Jan. 18. Fred- 
erick Funston is the senior brigadier general, but he has 
not had the active service of General Murray. When 
General Funston was commissioned in the Regular Army 
the President had a choice of either commissioning him 
as first lieutenant or brigadier general, and he chose the 
latter, on account of his gallant service in the Philippines 
while he was an officer of the Volunteers. On this ac- 
count General Funston was advanced. above the rank 
which would naturally have come to him, and has not 
been promoted from the rank of brigadier general as soon 
as he would have been if he had acquired it by the natural 
flow of promotion. The promotion of General Murray to 
the rank of major general will create a vacancy in the 
position of Chief of Coast Artillery. Lieut. Col. Charles 
J. Bailey is regarded as especially qualified for this office. 
In the selection of the Chief of Coast Artillery but very 
little attention has been paid to the seniority of officers. 
Quite frequently, when officers like Lieutenant Colonel 
Bailey have been especially equipped for the position, they 
have been selected. If Colonel Bailey should be appointed 
Chief of Coast Artillery, which now appears to be 
altogether probable, he will advance from the rank of 
lieutenant colonel to brigadier general. 
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Examinations for admission to the Pay Corps of the 
Navy will be held Nov, 21 at the Washington Navy Yard. 
On Nov. 2 there will be three vacancies in the corps, and 
when Pay Dir. C. W. Littlefield retires on Jan. 1 there 
will be another vacancy. Pay Director Littlefield retires 
upon his own application, having served thirty years in 
the Navy. It is understood that the Secretary of the 
Navy is anxious to fill the vacancies in the.corps at the 
earliest date possible. Aside from the vacancies there 
are five or six members of the corps on sick leave, which 
makes it ten or twelve short of the authorized strength. 
With the additional work that has recently been placed 
on the corps, even when its full strength is on duty, the 
officers of the corps are overloaded with work. Without 
giving the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts any addi- 
tional officers the Navy Department has provided that it 
shall maintain general storekeepers afloat and do much 
of the work that has formerly been assigned to other 
bureaus. Effective on Det, 1, all allotments for the Navy 
will be made through one paymaster, who will be located 
at Washington. The officer who will discharge this duty 
has not been selected, but it has been decided that his 
office will be in the Union Trust Building. This change 
will be made in line with the general policy of Paymaster 
General Cowie, which calls for a concentration of the 
work of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts. It is 
thought that the concentration of allotments of pay in 
the hands of one officer, to be located at Washington, 
will not only result in economy for the bureau, but will be 
of a great convenience to the Service. Under the present 
system considerable confusion results from the handling 
of allotments through different paymasters. 
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While the War Department and the Navy Department 
have not yet decided to ask Congress to appropriate any 
money for the purchase of aeroplanes, the developments 
in aviation are being closely observed by officers of both 
Departments. Brigadier General Allen, Chief Signal 
Officer, Major George O. Squie? and 1st Lieut. Benjamin 
D. Foulois, of the Signal.Corps, have been watching the 
development of every new idea in aviation. General Allen 
is now regarded as an authority by civilian aviators, and 
Major Squier and Lieutenant Foulois have been attend- 
ing every meet of importance that has been held in this 
country during the pastsyear or two. Capt. Frank F. 
Fletcher, U.S.N., Aid for Material, has had charge of the 
work of watching developments in aviation for the Navy. 
During the past week he has appointed a board on avia- 
tion. It consists of Capt. W. I. Chambers, Naval Constr. 
William McEntee and Lieut. N. H. Wright. These officers 
from both Departments attended the Belmont meeting 
this week, and will attend the one to be held at Baltimore. 
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Aside from the official delegation appointed by the War 
Department, quite a number of Army and Navy medical 
officers will attend the annual meeting of the Association 
of Military Surgeons, which is to be held-at Richmond, 
Va., beginning Nov. 7. The association is composed of 
Regular Army and Navy medical officers, National Guard 
officers and officers of the Marine Hospital Service. The 
delegates who will go in an unofficial capacity are Lieut. 
Col. Walter D. McCaw, Lieut. Col. Jefferson R. Kean, 
Major Charles Lynch, secretary of the association ; Major 
Frederick F. Russell, Capt. Harold W. Jones and Capt. 
Henry D. Thompson. The regular detail by the War 
Department consists of Col. L. Mervin Maus, chief 
surgeon of the Department of the Lakes; Major John H. 
Allen and Capt. Robert H. Pierson. 





It is expected that the official order for the transfer 
of the Sth Cavalry to the Philippines will be issued within 
ten days. Eight troops will sail for Manila on the 
December transport, which leaves San Francisco about 
Dec. 5. By the tentative arrangement made by the War 
Department, two troops will remain at Fort Riley, one at 
Huachuca, Ariz.,-and one at Fort Apache, Ariz., until 
they are relieved by troops from the Philippines. On this 
account four troops of the regiment will not be able to 
get away on the December transport. 
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A decrease in disbursements of more than a million 
dollars is noted in the annual report of Brig. Gen. William 
Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., the exact figures 
being $12,837,060 in 1908 and $11,777,636 in 1909. The 
appropriations increased from $9,945,276 to $10,093,856. 
In disbursements the Rock Island Arsenal was first with 
$2,988,567, Frankford being next with $2,714,581. Only 
one other arsenal passed the million mark, that being 
Springfield with $1,311,721. General Crozier refutes the 
charge that loose management or failure to keep track 
of the cost of work has characterized the administration of 
ordnance affairs. Of course, refutation of such a charge, 
loosely and generally intimated in the newspapers, rather 
than directly made, is unnecessary among those who 
know the high standard of administrative efficiency that 
has been reached in the Ordnance Department, and the 
personal concern which the Chief of Ordnance takes in 
the maintaining of that standard. . 

In manufactures for the year the largest item was for 
small-arms ammunition—$2,452,723. Next came small 
arms and parts with $1,472,236. Half a million less was 
the Artillery ammunition, next in the list, with $890,3 
The Frankford Arsenal had the greatest output, $3,463,- 
904, Rock Island being next with $2,189,239. In the 
Coast Artillery the maximum amount of ordnance property 
dropped was $236.20, pertaining to the 68th Company, 
and the minimum was four cents, pertaining to the h 
Company. The total of all companies was $2,375.83. 
Ninety-four companies had no property lost, destroyed or 
worn out. Economy is expected to result from the system 
which went into effect July 1, 1910, and by which, under 
separate headings, will be shown the value of the ammu- 
nition and of the target material expended or consumed 
for target practice and instruction, and also the cost of 
maintenance of the equipment of the organizations. Major 
George Montgomery has done highly creditable work in 
bringing the ordnance property regulations up to date by 
careful revision. The subject of proper accountability, 
the report admits, is a troublesome one, but no available 
substitute for the present method seems to be available. 

The Ordnance Department has worked out a system 
for the armament and equipment of the field armies in 
the event of war, which is now substantially complete. The 
system is based upon the two premises that the line of the 
Regular Army will be immediately increased to its maxi- 
mum enlisted strength, that the entire National Guard 
of the country will be mustered into the service of the 
United States, that there will be enough arms for these 
troops, with a surplus for an additional force, and that 
all troops be fully armed and equipped at camps of con- 
centration. These plans look to the division of the 
country into a number of ordnance supply districts, as 
already described in our columns (May 11, 1910, page 
1104). 

The Springfield rifle firing pins and strikers have been 
strengthened to overcome defects of breakage. All new 
rifles are being fitted with the checked surface butt plate. 
Five hundred Maxim silencers are to be issued, one or 
more to each organization for instruction of recruits at 
target practice. The Colt’s automatic pistol has so far 
given the best results. It is estimated the new form of 
bandoleer will save $8,000 a year. q 

The guns and mortars mounted in the seacoast fortifica- 
tions have been maintained in a state of efficiency. ‘The 
only guns developing serious defects were two 3-inch 
15-pounders, which had defective metal in the jackets. 

General Crozier goes beyond the year limit of the 
report and discusses the accident at Fort Monroe on 
July 21 last, when eleven men were killed. The device for 
preventing premature explosion will be modified so as to 
make it withstand even a violent strain. The department 
is at work on an improved design for the 3-inch field gun. 
In the future all material for the Bené and Mercié auto- 
matic machine rifles will be made in this country. De- 
signs for new pack outfits for 2.95-inch mountain gun 
material have been completed. The question of adding 
one mule more for each gun has been submitted to a 
board of mountain artillery officers. Manufacture will 
follow their report. For the Maxim automatic machine 
gun the reserve pack outfits are being manufactured. 
Pilot pack outfits for the fire-control equipment for bat- 
teries are undergoing test. It includes a pack for a wire 
reel of a type suggested by Lieut. Dawson Olmstead, 5th 
Field Art. The supply of mobile artillery is still below 
what is needed. Coast Artillery practice reports show 
continued improvement in target work. Many of the 
batteries have been calibrated, and it is intended ulti- 
mately to make such firings from all guns in service where 
target practice can be had. P 

The report expresses gratification at the success which 
attended the department’s entrance into the_ field of 
powder manufacture. The daily output at Picatinny 
Arsenal has heen about 1,000 pounds of cannon powder. 
To Major Odus C. Horney much credit is due for the 
success of the plant. A change in the management of 
the classes at the Ordnance School of Application is noted, 
by which the classes will be divided into two sections. 
At the Springfield Armory the actual cost of each auto- 
matic machine rifle, caliber .30, model of 1909, has been 
reduced sixty-one cents with reduction of the workmen’s 
wage. There were 1,946 more returns in 1909 than in 
1908, and this imposed much extra work on the bureau. 
“The faithfulness and energy” shown by the clerical force 
in working extra time to get this work out of the way 
General Crozier commends highly. 

There are now forty-five detailed officers in the depart- 
ment serving under the competitive conditions of a merit 
system, which is thought to be essential to the efficiency 
of any organization. In response to the speculative 
suggestion that detailed officers will forsake their work 
in time of war, attention is called to the fact that at the 
outbreak of the Spanish War many excellent line officers 
accepted appointments in the Ordnance Department and 
rendered good service therein. 

_ Attention is again called to the unsatisfactory rates 
of nay for clerks. 

The careful auditing of property returns has had a 
material effect on the conservation of property, and has 
resnlted in a large saving. . 

The first of the 14-inch guns, which is of the wire- 
wrapped type. has thus far given very satisfactory results 
under tests. This method of construction, which is being 
applied to all seacoast cannon of 6-inch caliber and over, 
results in a saving of twenty per cent. in the cost of the 
gun.

According to news received at Port au Prince, Hayti, 
Oct, 26, the Haytian gunboat Liberté has been lost at sea 
off Port de Paix, following an explosion on board. ‘It is 
estimated that seventy persons were either killed or 
drowned. Twenty were rescued. The Liberté steamed 





from Port au Prince Oct. 24, having on board ninety 





persons. Among the seventy who were lost were ten 
Haytian generals, it is said, who were on their way to 
take command of the several divisions of troops in the 
Department of the North.

IMPROVEMENTS IN NAVAL ORDNANCE. 


The developments of the past year in naval ordnance, 
while they have not included any very radical changes, 
have been characterized by steady progress along lines 
already worked out. ‘The most significant of these 
developments may be classified as follows: 

1. Improvements in the size, power and accuracy of 
guns. 

2. Improvements in the quality of projectiles. 

3. Improvements in the range and accuracy of torpedoes. 

The very general acceptance of the Dreadnought type 
of all-big-gun battleships was followed almost imme- 
diately by a demand for more powerful guns, and this 
demand has been met in England by the 13.5-inch gun 
assigned to the latest battleships laid down, and in this 
country by the still heavier and more powerful 14-inch, 
which will make up the armament of the battleships pro- 
vided for in the latest appropriation bill. This gun, the 
most powerful yet designed for use afloat, fires a projectile 
of 1,400 lbs., while that of the 12-inch guns of the 
Arkansas and Wyoming weighs only 800 lbs. 

The increase in power resulting from the greater weight 
of the new projectile becomes more marked as the range 
is increased, its penetration at 10,000 yards being esti- 
mated at seventeen inches of hard-faced steel, which is 
about equal to that of the 12-inch at 7,500 yards. These 
figures are, for both guns, considerably in excess of what 
they would have been a year ago, an important part of 
the gain in range being due to a change in the shape of 
the projectiles, as a result of which the resistance of the 
air has been materially reduced, and remaining velocities 
at long ranges correspondingly increased. This connects 
two of the lines of development which have been referred 
to above—the increased power of guns and the increased 
efficiency of projectiles, both of which make for increased 
range, accuracy and penetration. 

So far as penetration is concerned, we must, of course, 
take account of the quality of the projectile and that of 
the armor against which it is to be used. For several 
years past there has been no marked improvement in the 
quality of armor either in this country or abroad. The 
development of projectiles has also lagged somewhat, but 
in this particular a decided advance has recently been 
made in this country, and for the moment the balance 
in the long contest between armor and projectiles seems 
to incline to the side of the latter, at least so far as this 
country is concerned. The superiority of the projectiles 
is accentuated—still referring to our own naval ordnance 
—by the recent adoption of a high explosive for use with 
these projectiles, which is believed to be superior to any 
heretofore used, and of a fuse which admits of driving the 
projectile through thick armor and exploding it in rear. 

The range of torpedoes has been gradually increased 
within the last few years, and the year just past has 
seen the range extended to four thousand yards. At the 
same time the accuracy has been greatly increased. The 
result is that the torpedo has taken on a new character, 
and promises to come far nearer than in the past to 
realizing the possibilities which have always been 
attributed to it, but-which have heretofore been imaginary, 
rather than real. 

In its present form, with its greatly increased radius 
of effectiveness. it coincides in effect with the other 
factors which have been described, to increase battle 
ranges for large ships, and adds enormously to the value 
of torpedo vessels, since it not only gives them a far more 
accurate weapon than they have had before, but enables 
them. to operate at a distance where they are safe from 
detection by searchlight. An important result of the in- 
creased effectiveness of the torpedo is a proposal to armor 
the bottoms of battleships: not, of course, with the sort 
of armor now used on the belts and turrets. but with such 
a thickness of homogeneous steel as will enable the hull 
to resist the explosion of a torpedo below the belt. 

Tt will be seen from what precedes that the most 
significant result of recent developments in ordnance has 
been to increase effective battle ranges from something 
like 6,000 vards, at which they seemed to be definitely 
fixed only a short time ago, to nearly or quite 10,000 
yards. And this result of developments in material corre- 
sponds, as it happens, with developments in the training 
of personnel, as a result of which it is possible to make 
almost as many hits at the greater range as it was a few 
years ago at the shorter one. The effect of so many 
causes acting coincidentally toward the same end cannot 
fail to modify profoundly the naval tactics of the future. 

Associated with the features of development which have 
been described above as the most significant in the 
progress of the year are many points of minor but by 
no means negligible importance. The accuracy of fire at 
long range which has been referred to would be impossible 
withont improvements in sights and in mechanism for 
handling and training the guns, just as the extraordinary 
rapidity of fire from 12-inch and 14-inch guns would be 
impossible without marvelously perfect arrangement for 
handling the ammunition and loading the guns. 

In these and other respects the past vear has seen im- 
provements which have kept nace with the larger and 
mere conspicuous features outlined above. 


THE ARMY’S WORK AT FOREST FIRES. 


Praise of the excellent service that the Army rendered 
in the recent forest fires in the West continues to come 
to the War Department. This week Secretary of Agri- 
culture James Wilson forwarded to the Secretary of War 
a most flattering commendation of the heroic work of the 
soldiers from District Forester W. B. Greeley, at Missoula, 
Mont. The Secretary of Agriculture also expressed his 
appreciation of the efforts of the Army. The following 
is the text of the letters:

ir: I have the honor to enclose for your information a 
letter dated Oct. 10, signed by W. B. Greeley, District For- 
ester, District No. 1, regarding the service rendered by cer- 
tain companies of the U.S. Army in connection with fighting 
recent fires in Montana and Northern Idaho. In this connec- 
tion I should like to add to the statements made by District 
Forester Greeley my own personal appreciation of the fine 
work done by the Army in handling this most difficult and 
serious situation.

Dear Sir: I wish to express in definite form my deep ap- 








preciation of the services rendered by the United States 
troops which were detailed to assist the forest officers in 
this district in fighting forest fires during the past season. 
These troops consisted of: 

Cos. G and H, of the 25th Infantry, who were assigned. to 
duty on the Coeur d'Alene National Forest, at Avery and at 
Wallace, Idaho, respectively. 

Cos. H and L, of the 14th Infantry, who were assigned to 
duty on the Lolo National Forest, at Borax and at Lolo Hot 
Stryker, Mont., respectively. 

Cos. L and N, of the 25th Infantry, and Co. D, of the 
14th Infantry, who were assigned to duty on the Flathead 
National Forest at Kalispell and Gerry, Mont., and on the 
South Fork of Flathead River. 

Cos. E and F, of the 14th Infantry, who were assigned to 
duty on the Blackfeet National Forest, at Olney and at 
Sryker, Mont., respectively. 

The services rendered by these troops were very efficient 
and furnished most timely and effective assistance to the 
officers of the Forest Service during a very critical situation. 
Cos. G and H, of the 25th Infantry, rendered memorable 
service in preserving order and protecting life and property 
at the towns of Avery and Wallace, Idaho, when those points 
were imminently threatened by forest fires, and in the case 
of Wallace partly consumed. The discipline and organiza- 
tion of these two companies during the critical emergency 
of that character proved of inestimable value both to the 
Forest Service and the interests of the Government and the 
citizens of those localities. The remainder of the troops, 
while not confronting any such critical situations as regards 
human life and the preservation of private property, ren- 
dered services of great value in trenching and back firing, 
and in other arduous labor of a most trying character on 
the largest forest fires burning on the various Nationa) 
Forests to which they were assigned. In this exacting work 
they showed most commendable zeal, and under the able 
direction of their officers, in co-operation with members of 
the Forest Service, furnished most effective held in bringing 
practically all our most serious fires under control. Very

Just how large, irrespective of the lives lost, was the 
public calamity in which Regular soldiers had a part in 
fighting the fires in the far Northwest is shown by the 
official statement of the Department of Agriculture, that 
last summer's fires either burned up or killed between 
one and two per cent. of the total stand of National 
Forest timber. At the present rate of cutting from the 
National Forests, the 6,000,000,000 feet destroyed in Mon- 
tana and Northern Idaho is equal to twelve years’ supply. 
Considering it all as a total loss, it would be equivalent 
to a money loss of $15,000,000.

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ARMY WORK AT FORT HARRISON. 


Favorable comments have been made on the course of 
instruction which has been adopted for the garrison school 
for officers at Fort Benjamin Harrison. Members of the 
General Staff who have examined it pronounced it to be 
one of the best courses that has been arranged for such 
instruction. G.O. 62, Fort Benjamin Harrison, Oct. 18, 
1910, announces the program for the mouths of November 
to March, inclusive. It provides for fifty-nine confer- 
ences, twenty lectures, twenty-five map problems, fifteen 
war games, five tactical walks and six terrain exercises. 

Of the conferences two are on map reading, twelve on 
Field Service Regulations to Par. 307, including the 
subjects of sanitary organization, field orders, marches, 
wagon convoys, camps, supply and_ transportation, 
patrols, and advance guards, rear guards, outposts, 
combat. Other conferences consider Tactical Principles, 
chapters I. and VIL, XII., XVI., XVIII. XXV.: 
The Rifle in War, pp. 28-48, 61 to top 75, 107 to 
1905, Chapter 1V.; Gripenkerl to end; Notes on Field 
Artillery, six chapters; Field Fortifications to p. 108. 
The lectures are on Infantry Tactics, “the sanitary serv- 
ice’’ at the front and on “line of communication of the 
battlefield,” ‘‘water supply in the field,’ “camps and 
camp sites’; “the solution of problems,” Infantry 
tactics (three lectures), Cavalry tactics (two lectures), 
“the German army,” ammunition supply, the Signal 
Corps, the Engineer Corps, the Japanese army, logistics, 
battles around Metz (two lectures), tactical walks. The 
problems are organization, part 1, No. 1, and advance 
guard 1, No. 3: outposts, 1, No. 4; Infantry attack, No. 
5, Infantry defense. The problems cover the subjects of 
a rear guard, a march, change of direction of march, an 
advance guard, a retreat, attack of a position, occupation 
of a position, a position in readiness, an advance guard in 
action, outposts, attack of a rear line IIT., Nos. 2, 3, 4, 
5. There are war games on fifteen days with the other 
work: there are five tactical walks and five terrain 
exercises in March, and an inspection of regiment Nov. 
14. 15. 16, 17, and four fortification problems near the 
end of the course in March. 

The instructors in the regular course are Capt. R. E. 
Ingram, 2d Lieuts. W. J. Fitzmaurice, J. H. Statesman. 
F. M. Kennedy, R. l. Fichelberger, E. G. Beuret and 
L. C. Rockwell. For post-graduate work the instructors 
are Col. H. A, Greene. Lieut. Col. G. R. Cecil, Majors 
J, HW. Frier, Charles Gerhardt, Cants. FE. A. Helmick, 
H. HW. Tebbetts. The pupils are Major Seay. Captains 
Eames. Ingram, Schoeffel, Owen, Bush, Heidt, Gowen, 
Crallé, Coleman, Breckinridge, Young, jr.. Ist Lieutenants 
Shuman, Reed, Eastman, Caldwell, Lewis, Taylor. Gaston, 
Allderdice, Garrett, Catts, White, Conry, Cron, Delancey, 
Cummings. Reuret, Rockwell. 

All the officers named are of the 10th Infantry except 
Capt. L.. J. Owen, Med. Corps. Lieutenants Beuret and 
Rockwell are pupils when not engaged in the regular 
course. It would make some of the civilians who think 
the Army officers have nothing to do tired to even read 
this program. 





DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Major H. C. Reisinger, Asst. Paymr., U.S.M.C., is 
allowed $164.80 stopped by the Auditor, it heing held that 
he was entitled to commutation of quarters while tem- 
perarily absent from his station in Washington “on duty 
in the field” with the Nicaraguan Expeditionary Brigade. 

In the cases of Asst. Surg. D, G, Sutton, U.S.N., and 
P.A. Paymr. N. W. Grant. U.S.N.. it is held that the 
Emergency Hospital at Bluefields, Nicaragua, supported 
by the American Red Cross Society, but under the super- 
vision of the senior naval officer present, was a govern- 
ment hospitai, and as the appellants were furnished with 
heated and lighted rooms at the hospital they were not 
entitled to commutation 

P.A. Paymaster Hovey-King, U.S.N., is allowed $289.59 
because of a double charge made against him in the settle- 
ment of his accounts, but he is charged $177.09 for excess 
payments to paymasters’ clerks at Guantanamo, Cuba. 

The Comptroller approves the action of the War De- 
partment in directing Capt. William Brooke, Q.M., 
U.S.A., to pay the C. and N.W. Railroad $7,608.51 for 
6,610. feet of railroad track on the military reservation 
at Fort Sheridan. The Comptroller says: “The railroad 
having been already built and in use on grounds where 
it could have been rebuilt if removed, I am of the opinion 
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that it was within the discretion of the Secretary of 
War, under the Act of Feb. 27, 1893, upon detailed 
estimates of its value, to authorize the expenditure for 
its purchase.” 








AVIATION NOTES. 

. The international aviation tournament which opened at 
Belmont Park, New York city, on Oct, 22 is still in 
progress as we go_to press:~ Such. well known aviators 
as Grahame-Whfte and Radley, of “England; Latham, 
Aubrun and Count de Lesseps, of Francé,,and Moissant, 
Brookins, Hoxsey, Drexel, Johnstone, Ely,.Mars, Fred 
Willard, 6f the United States, and McCurdy, of Canada, 
are inthe competitions. Orville Wright had a trial flight 
witk the new Wright racer. An American record for 
altitude was broken Oct. 24 by Drexel, who attained a 
height. of 7,185 feet, and this record was again broken 
by p tal in a height flight of nearly 9,000 feet, not 
yet certified to as official. The winds and cold have been 
troublesome. Why an aviation tournament should be held 
in this latitude so late as the end of October is not clear. 
Even in the warmest days of midsummer an aviator at 
a considerable height finds it none too warm, his rapid 
flight carrying off the heat of the body. Johnstone and 
Hoxsey in a duel of height endurance late on Oct. 26 
rose till night fell, leaving them aloft. The Wright 
brothers, fearing for their safety, made a signal fire of 
gasoline and grass, by which the fliers were guided to the 
earth. 

The -aeronauts, Alan R. Hawley and Augustus Post, 
who left St. Louis on Oct. 17 in the balloon America IT. 
in the international race, made a landing on Oct. 19 half 
way up an unnamed mountain fifty miles north of Chi- 
coutimi, Quebec, covering about 1,450 miles in forty-eight 
hours, the average speed being slightly above thirty miles. 
The two men found themselves in a trackless wilderness 
and had to fight their way through snowy forests. They 
were provided with food and blankets taken from the bal- 
loon, which was left intact. On the fifth day of their 
tramp they met some trappers, who guided them back to 
civilization. Mr. Post says the two were confident they 
could kill all the game they needed if their provisions 
gave out. Their preparations for just such an eventuality 
show the necessity of similar precautions when making 
long balloon flights. The first prize of the tournament 
was won by the America II.: distance 1,355 miles. 

A press dispatch from Galveston, Tex., on Oct. 24 said 
that to prevent the abandonment of flying experiments by 
the Army at Fort Sam Houston the members of the 
“Texas Aviation Association’ were ready to raise 
$100,000. No doubt the aviators in the vicinity of New 
York who have considered themselves fairly liberal in the 
promotion of aviation were surprised by the news from 
Texas, 

Secretary of War Jacob M. Dickinson made a short 
aeroplane flight on Oct. 26 at Mourmelon, France, as a 
passenger with a French officer, Ensign Lafon. There is 
a military aerodrome at Mourmelon, and the Secretary’s 
party gave it a thorough inspection. 

Rear Admiral Willard H. Brownson, U.S.N., retired, 
who arrived at New York this week with his wife from 
Southampton, after a trip of several months abroad, smiled 
when the use of the aeroplane as a bomb dropper was 
suggested. He said he believed a man in an aeroplane 
could not get near enough to a war vessel to do any 
accurate bomb dropping without becoming a fair target. 
He said he thought the only value aeroplanes could have 
in war time would be in the work of observation. 

Death was again the pilot in several aeroplane flights 
during the week. Captain Madiot lost his life while flying 
at Douai, France, on Oct. 24, and two days later Fernand 
Blanchard, as he was completing a fine flight from 
Bourges to Paris, about 140 miles, was precipitated to 
the earth from a height of 120 feet as he was preparing 
to alight in the presence of his bride and a party of 
friends. The front control of his monoplane broke and 
the machine dropped like a stone. Blanchard was crushed 
to pieces in the wreck. At Magdeburg, Germany, on 
Oct. 24, Lieutenant Mente was killed by his Wright bi- 
plane upsetting, The lieutenant was planing to the earth 
when he started the motor. The strain caused the ma- 
chine to upset. It crashed to the earth, killing the pilot 
instantly. At Rome, Italy, Oct. 27, Lieutenant Saglietti 
fell with a military biplane in which he was maneuver- 
ing and was instantly killed. The machine was wrecked, 
Saglietti makes the twenty-fourth aviator to lose his life 
in aeroplane flying. The military dirigible. balloon 
Morning Post made the voyage from Moisson, France, to 
Aldershot, England, on Oct. 26, in five hours and fifteen 
minutes. No accident marred the flight. 

Comparing the cost of dirigibles and aeroplanes in 
military work, Le Matin, of Paris, says that “the army 
can have thirty aeroplanes for the first cost of one 
dirigible, while when it comes to actual use the figures 
are equally against the balloon. For one hour of ascen- 
sion of a dirigible the cost is 1,100 frances ($220), and if 
it is in repose the cost of keeping it inflated is 500 frances 
($100) a day. On the other hand, the aeroplane can be 
manipulated at will at a trifling cost for petrol, is almost 
invulnerable and can battle with winds three times as 
strong.” In this laudation of the plane nothing is said 
of its weaknesses, such as its ability to carry only a small 
load, the great speed at which it must fly rendering 
accurate observation difficult, and its uncertain equili- 
brium. The devotion to the aeroplanes as against the 
dirigibhle now so general in France seems to have an 
anti-Teutonic origin. due to Count Zeppelin’s develonment 
of the steerable balloon on the other side of the Rhine. 
Perhaps the suecess of the Clement-Bavard flight to 
London will produce renewed interest in France in that 
type of air craft.

EFFICIENCY OF THE CURTIS TURBINE. 


Speaking of the successful results of the Curtis turbine 
in the trials of the H.M.S. Bristol. heretofore noted. 
the Army and Navy Gazette says: “The Bristol, it may 
be noted, is a twin-screw vessel, unlike all the other 
turbine driven ships in our navy, which. have four pro- 
pellers. This is an advantage of the new turbine, with 
which it is also possible to vary the power as required, 
thereby doing away with cruising turbines, which are a 
feature of the Parsons system. 

“The results obtained with the Bristol seem to indicate 
that increased efficiency may yet be obtained from the 
Curtis turbine, thanks to the energy and enthusiasm with 
which it has been taken up both in its native country and 
in Great Britain. In Japan an installation of Curtis 
turbines was made in the Ibuki, the sister ship to the 
Kurama, the machinery being built in America and 
shipped to Japan for installation in the vessel at the 
Kure dockyard. The Aki, sister to the Satsuma, also 
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has Curtis turbines, supplied by the Fore River Ship- 
building Company, while the two new battleships will be 
fitted with similar machinery constructed in Japanese 
yards. In Germany turbines on the A. EB. G. system 
which is very similar to the Curtis, were. first install 
in the Mainz, which cruiser, it will be remembered, 
reached twenty-eight knots on her speed trials. It is the 
A. E. G. system which is to be the propelling machinery 
of the next German battleships to be launched, the re- 
placement vessels for the Heimdall and Hildebrand, and 
which will be the first turbine battleships in the Kaiser’s 
fleet. 

“The speed in the Bristol is greater than that of either 
of her four sisters, which have the usual Parsons tur- 
bines, though no less than three of them worked up to 
higher power. For purposes of comparison the speed on 
the measured mile and the horsepower on the eight hours 
trial are given as follows: ;

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PROPOSED CONFERENCE ON SUBMARINES. 


Berlin W. 30, Miinchenerstrasse 14, Oct. 15, 1910. 

To THE EpiToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The more and more numerous accidents happening 
lately to submarine boats, the insufficiency of means for 
safety and the extreme difficulties which have opposed 
their appliance have caused me to propose an international 
conference, to which should be invited the best known 
constructors of submarine vessels, as well as a submarine 
boat commander of every State having such boats in use. 

This conference shall be held at Berlin in the near 
future, and it shall be the project of the meeting to con- 
sider, for the best of the brave officers and crews of’such 
boats, just what kind of means for saving the crew of 
submarine vessels in time of danger are already known, 
how these means have proved themselves so far, and, 





. above all, to deliberate in what manner they may be 


improved upon. 

urthermore, I wish, by the publication of this project 
in all professional journals of the world, to call the atten- 
tion of those officers and technical experts who interest 
themselves in solving the problem for safety means for 
submarine vessels to. this conference, where their proposi- 
tions would be discussed. 

The personal information gained through interested 
parties have proved to me that the idea finds much sym- 
pathy, and therefore I would ask you, Mr. Editor, to 
kindly support my project by publishing it in your much 
esteemed paper, and also by continuing to assist me in my 
endeavors.

MEMORIAL TO ENSIGN AIKEN. 

The bronze tablet to the memory of the late Ensign 
Hugh Kerr Aiken, U.S.N., was unveiled with impressive 
ceremony in Bancroft Hall, at the Naval Academy, on 
Sunday afternoon, Oct. 23. Ensign Aiken lost his life 
by an explosion aboard the battleship’ North Carolina 
in the Bay of Naples on July 11, 1909, while he was 
performing an act of duty. The memorial is the gift of 
the class of 1906, to which young Aiken belonged, and 
the ceremony of unveiling was attended by practically 
all of the officers on duty at the Naval Academy, with 
the members of-their families and others. Dr. and Mrs. 
Aiken, parents of Ensign Aiken, were present, having 
made a special trip from their home in New Orleans. 

The ceremony began with the invocation by Chaplain 
H. H. Clark. The address of presentation was delivered 
by Ensign Owen Bartlett, son of Capt. Frank W. Bart- 
lett, U.S.N.. and a classmate of Ensign Aiken, Ensign 
Douglas LeG. Howard, U.S.N., son of Capt. Thomas B. 
Howard, U.S.N., another classmate, also spoke. 

At the proper moment a large Union Jack covering the 
tablet was drawn aside. Capt. John M. Bowyer, Superin- 





tendent of the Naval Academy, accepted the memorial on 
behalf of the Academy and the Navy. Though not per- 
sonally acauainted with Ensign Aiken, Captain Bowyer 
bestowed high praise upon that young officer and referred 
to the fact that he died a hero. 

The tablet is thirty inches by twenty-two inches, and 
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oceupies a place on the wall at the east. end of the hall. 
At the top of the tablet is the following inscription: 
“This man died, leaving his death an example of noble 
courage, his life a memorial of virtue.” In the center is 
the inscription: “In memory of Ensign Hugh Kerr Aiken, 
U.S.N., born at New Orleans, La., Sept. 13, 1884; died 
Bay of Naples, July 11, 1909.” 

-Beneath this is the crest of the class of 1906, consist- 

ing of a shield, an eagle and the letters US8., 06, N.A.” 
The lower panel bears this inscription: “Killed in the 
performance of duty by an explosion on board the United 
States ship North Carolina, Bay of Naples, Italy, July 
11, 1909; erected by his classmates.” 
. Ensign Aiken while a midshipman took an active part 
in athletics, being a member of the football team and the 
field and track squad. He played guard on the football 
team, and in a game with Bucknell in October, 1904, he 
sustained a fracture of the skull that nearly cost him his 
life. An extremely delicate and dangerous operation was 
performed by Surg. W. W. Keen, of Philadelphia, by 
which the skull was laid open, and a large blood clot 
that caused a pressure on the brain was removed. Sick 
leave for several months was granted him, and he fully 
recovered, resumed his academic duties and graduated 
with his class in 1906. 


THE GUN POINTERS OF OUR NAVY. 


From the U.S.S. Delaware Henry Reuterdahl sends 
to The Outlook an illustrated article on target practice 
on the sixteen ships of the Atlantic Fleet. The new 
Dreadnoughts, he reports, are as steady as churches, but 
the older ships roll merrily. There is a swapping of 
stories while a storm suspends operations, and “the yarns 
of the inspector of target practice outshine Munchausen.” 
Then comes the gun firing. The blast of the guns smites 
your cheeks, the concussion raps your eardrums, and ‘the 
decks shake under the recoil as the turrets jerk back. It 
all stirs your feelings, your patriotism and your pride 
in the fleet. And you wish that the good people who 
don’t believe in a navy, but who ask for help. when 
phantom fleets pass their front porch (as they did in 
the Spanish War), could see this, because it cannot be 
painted or translated into language, and, beside, it might 
change their point of view. 

The laying of the target is vividly described with the 
men at work, one minute under water holding on tight 
and the next washed into the sea and swimming for dear 
life. The lieutenant in charge, the chap who not long 
ago rushed into the hold of a burning powder barge and 
saved it, has peeled off his uniform and is working side 
by side just like his own men—soaked to the skin. These 
are the “darlings of the ballroom,” as one of the papers 
put it, toiling shoulder to shoulder with their own people, 
just as wet. just as tired, working like beavers, risking 
life and limb. For the danger is great. 

Speaking of results, Mr. Reuterdahl says: “The brains 
of our officers have made gunnery training an individual 
competition and target practice a sport; our gun-pointers 
of to-day train with the same enthusiasm as if they were 
going into a football match.” The method which has 
accomplished this result is described. Fire-control and 
its details are one of the great secrets of every navy, 
and, as it is highly technical, only a brief outline of the 
process is given as it is worked out during battle prac- 
tice. Anecdotes are told to illustrate the ties which bind 
our officers to the men and which never react on disci- 
pline, but nevertheless exist in no navy but our own. 
Concluding, Mr. Renterdahl says: 

“Our target practice is young, but it has accomplished 
wonders. The English led us at first; in fact, we learned 
their methods, as did the rest of the world. The British 
navy not long ago gave up lone range firing at moving 
targets. declaring it an impossibility, and Admiral Scott. 
the father of modern gunnery, says himself that we are 
now in the lead in this particular phase. What we have 
achieved is due to the youth, ingennity and enthusiasm of 
our officers, and-to the gameness of our bluejackets, who 
true to the American character, are willing to work hard 
as long as the resnits mre there—it is part of the ‘fitness 
to win’ which is the whole game.” 








VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Buffalo, now at Manila. will leave about Nov. 15 
for San Francisco, touching at Guam and Honolulu en 
route. 

The Vicksburg, now at Corinto, Nicaragua, has heen 
ordered to proceed to the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal. 

The scout cruiser Birmingham has been ordered to 
Savannah, to attend the unveiling of the monument to 
General Oglethorpe on Nov. 21. After the exercises the 
Birmingham will join the Fifth Division of the Atlantic 
Fleet at target practice off the Capes of the Chesapeake. 
She will meet the Atlantic Fleet on its return from Europe 
at Guantanamo. 

The tender Yankton, now at the navy yard, New York, 
will not accompany the battleships to Europe, but will 
carry out the following itinerary: Arrive at Annapolis 
about Nov. 3, to remain two weeks; thence to Charleston 
about Nov, 20; thence to Bermuda about Dec. 1 for 
liberty; thence to San Juan, P.R., about Dee. 15, to 
spend Christmas; thence to Guantanamo, to arrive Jan. 
1, to rejoin Atlantic Fleet on arrival. 

Little Mildred Walke Walter, of Providence, R.I., 
granddaughter of the late Rear Admiral Henry Walke, 
U.S.N., has leon selected to christen the torpedoboat 
destroyer “‘Walke,” which will be launched from the ship- 
yards of the Fore River Company Nov. 3, at Quincy, 
Mass. Miss Walter is the daughter of Mr. Edward 
Walter, one of the best known residents of the Broadway 
section of the city, who resides at 16 Pallas street, Provi- 
dence. Her mother is the daughter of the late Rear 
Admiral Walke. Mildred was born in the Walke family 
homestead at Brooklyn, N.Y. The arrangements for the 
launching are completed, and Miss Walter is now hoping 
for good weather for the event. 

President Taft oh Oct. 26 visited the Argentine training 
ship Presidente Sarmiento at the Washington Navy Yard 
to accept an invitation extended to him by Comdr. Enrique 
Fliess and the officers of the ship. In anticipation of 
the visit the vessel had been fitted up in its best style, a 
veritable bower of plants and flowers being distributed 
about the decks, while flags, bunting and streamers floated 
in ‘the breezes. At the luncheon President Taft was 
seated with the Argentine Chargé d’Affaires, Sefior Don 
Jacinto I. Villegas, on his right, and Admiral Don Manuel 
Domecq Garcia, president of the Argentine Naval Com- 
mission, on his left. Others at the table included the 
Secretary of State, Mr. Knox; Major Gen. Leonard Wood, 
U.S.A., Commander Fliess, Mr. Beekman Winthrop, Act- 
ing Secretary of the Navy; Gen, Robert Shaw Oliver, 
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Acting Secretary of War; Comdr. Leigh C. Palmer, 
US.N., and Capt. Archibald W. Butt, U.S.A., the Presi- 
dent’s naval and military aids. Music was provided by 
the ship’s band. ‘The President expressed the good-will 
of the United States for the Argentine government and 
people. 

Rear Admiral J. C. Fremont, U.S.N., commandant of 
the Boston Navy Yard, in order to protect the marines 
and sailors from attacks on the streets of Boston from 
roughs, has written Mayor Fitzgerald a letter in which 
he hints that unless his men are let alone the Navy 
Department may stop sending vessels to Boston. J. H. 
Davis, a yeoman of the battleship Rhode Island, was 
attacked and robbed outside of the navy yard gate Oct. 
11, and a short time before Admiral Fremont asserts 
marines were attacked by a policeman. Admiral Fre- 
mont’s communication has been referred to the police 
commissioner, Mr. O’Meara. Men of the navy yard re- 
cently demanded that the Mayor suppress an atheist who 
in street addresses attacked the U.S. Navy. 

Lieut. Comdr. Urban T. Holmes, U.S.N., of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, has been assigned to important 
duty on the European cruise of the Atlantic Battleship 
Fleet. Lieutenant Commander Holmes will make the 
cruise for the special purpose of reporting on engineering 
matters on board the different vessels. Civil Engr. 
Frederick H. Cooke, of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, 
will go with the fleet on its cruise to study European 
docks. He will spend most of his spare time looking 
over the British drydocks. 

The Chicago Tribune says: “A special order from the 
Navy Department will permit three brothers, Fred A.., 
James Le Roy and John Gerald Conrad, of Oak Park, 
to serve together throughout their service in the Navy. 
They are now on the battleship Michigan. Their mother, 
Mrs. Josie Joseph. Humphrev avenne, is returning from 
a visit to them at Hampton Roads.” 

The Cuban coast defense boat Haturi arrived at Boston 
from Bath, Me., Oct. 22. She was formerly the steam 
vacht Pantooset. and was sent to Bath to be converted 
into a coast defense boat. She is 182.8 feet long, 27.3 
feet beam. 15.8 feet depth of hold. Her net tonnage is 
270 and gross tonnage 538, She is now manned by a 
erew of Cubans. <A battery of rapid-fire guns is mounted 
on her decks. 

In the new Seattle-San Francisco-Panama steamship 
service, inaugurated Oct. 18, seven vessels are to be em- 
ployed, five having already been chartered. 

Capt. E. E. Walls, who refused to leave his waterlogged 
schooner, the Tfolliswood, when his crew of seven were 
taken off by a passing steamer on Oct. 17, was rescued off 
the Campeche eoast Oct. 20 by the steamship Parkwood, 
which brought the Holliswood in tow to Galveston, Tex. 
For three days Captain Walls had been without food or 
fresh water when taken aboard the Parkwood. He was 
more dead than alive when found, and was revived with 
difficulty. Feeble as he was, the mariner refused to quit 
his vessel until Captain Falconer. of the Parkwood, agreed 
to take the schooner in tow. The battered hulk carried 
700,000 feet of lumber, and Captain Falconer did not 
want to undertake the task. but yielded when Captain 
Walls remained obdurate. His home is in Maine. 

A formal presentation was made to the U.S.S. South 
Carolina at Norfolk, Va., Qct. 27, of the trophy won by 
that ship in attaining highest percentages in the spring 
and summer target and maneuver practice of the Atlantic 
Battleship Fleet off the Virginia and Massachusetts 
coasts. The presentation was witnessed by the com- 
mandant of the naval station and the officers of all vessels 
there. Captain Fletcher, commanding the South Carolina, 
read letters from high naval officials commendatory of the 
achievements of the South Carolina’s crew, who partici- 
pated in the ceremonies. 

The Mitsu Bishi dockyard, of Nagasaki, has received 
a contract from the Chinese government to build a gun- 
boat for the new Chinese navy. The vessel is to be of 
780 tons displacement and have a speed of thirteen knots.

Comdr, Walter J. Sears, U.S.N., retired, head of the 
municipal ferries of New York city, in an address before 
a large audience at the Budget Exhibit on Oct. 26 stated 
that the repairs necessitated by originally defective con- 
struction and previous neglect have much to do with the 
cost of maintaining the municipal férryboats. The Com- 
mander corrected an erroneous impression that the actual 
deficit in managing the ferries will be $1,615,000, accord- 
ing to the proposed budget for 1911. As a matter of fact, 
that amount is the total estimated expense of maintaining 
the service, and those who have commented on these 
figures have neglected to subtract $1,000,000 a year which 
the city receives for fares. The deficit in 1907 was 
$757,000 : in 1908. $729,000, while last year it had been 
reduced to $670,000. Commander Sears found that there 
was an apparent economy in 1906, but a careful study 
indicates to him that this was due to neglect of machinery 
and hulls, and that the craft have had to suffer for it in 
engine troubles. He finds that the guards of the ferry- 
boats, as well as the beams upholding them, were not 
strong enough to withstand the force with which the craft 
strike the sides of the ferry slips in rough weather, and 
that the canvas on the upper decks was so poorly applied 
that in places the underlying wood had begun to decay 
through water vetting under the canvas. In reducing the 
expenses Commander Sears said that he was not neglect- 
ing betterments.

In an article on “Gun Erosion” the London Engineer 
refers to the articles on this subject contributed to the 
American Society of Engineers by Lieut. Comdr. H. E. 
Yarnell, U.S.N., and that by Professor Alger, U.S.N., 
in the Journal of the Naval Institute. Of Professor 
Alger’s article The Engineer says: “It is interesting to 
recall that both Sir Andrew Noble and Professor Alger 
attribute erosion to three causes combined—Sir Andrew 
to heat, pressure and velocity, and Professor Alger to 
‘temperature of combustion, weight of charge and time 
of action.’ Professor Alger does, however, appear to 
agree that the movement of the gases has something to do 
with the effect, though he does not include it among the 
immediate causes. Sir Andrew some years ago distinctly 
excluded chemical action, but Professor Alger would 
appear to accept it. Much of the difference between 
these two authorities may, we venture to think, be ac- 
eounted for by lack of definition, for we fancy Dr. Alger 
only recognizes ‘wear,’ which, he says, ‘is the, only sort 


of erosion that occurs at the present day in United States 
naval guns,’ whereas Sir Andrew had certainly in: mind 
the heavy scoring that is properly known’ as erosion. It 
appears that this form of erosion. which used to be the 
béte noire of gunmakers and artillerists, is being over- 
come, and that only general wear remains,” 
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NOTES OF THE BRITISH NAVY. 


Soon after the return to Portsmouth of the new British 
battleship Neptune Sept. 24 a fire was discovered in one 
of her coal bunkers. The bunker plates were removed, 


hoses passes down and the bunker flooded. That did not 
extinguish the fire, however, but as it was not of a serious 
character it was allowed to smoulder until Sept. 26, 
when the coal was got out and the fire-extinguished. As 
the bunker is immediately over the stokehold, it is thought 
that the fire may have been due to spontaneous combus- 
tion. To prevent anything of the kind recurring asbestos 
is to be laid down over the bunker floor plates and a 
steel plate laid down on top of that. The Neptune is the 
latest completed vessel of the Dreadnought type, and had 
just completed her official steam trials at varying horse- 
power, including a thirty hours’ run at 17, horse- 
power and with half and full boiler power. Her contract 
horsepower is 25,000. On the full-power trials a mean 
speed of 21.5 knots was obtained, the vessel working up 
to a speed of 21.7. She is fitted with a new type of 
Yarrow water-tube boilers, with special feeding arrange- 
ments by which the water is introduced through the back 
row of tubes. ‘This, it is claimed, gives an advantage of 
greater durability and economy. Though the speed at- 


tained was half a knot in excess of the contract speed, ‘ 


it is thought that this may be still further improved upon 
by fitting propellers of a slightly different pitch. 

At a sale of obsolete British battleships on Oct. 11 
the Edinburgh, 9,490 tons displacement and 5.500 horse- 
power, built in 1887, brought $96,500; the Howe, two 
yenrs older, of 10.300 tons and 7,500 horsepower, brought 
$125,500. The Howe was wrecked fifteen years ago, but 
was salved and afterward rendered seaworthy. The 
Tenedos JI., a hulk, which formerly formed part of the 
training establishment for boy artificers, was sold for 
$37,625. The destroyer Swordfish, which last year under- 
went an extensive refit at Devonport. but was afterward 
considered unserviceahle, was sold for $7,550, and No. 
106 torpedohoat of 98 tons for $12,525. 

Of the 21-inch torpedo to be a part of the armament 
of the British Orion, the United Service Gazette says: 
“It can be relied upon to run straight, and with force 
enough to explode its guncotton charge, up to 7,000 yards. 
This startling advance in range is obtained by the simple 
device .of heating the compressed air which drives the 
propelling machinery. This compressed air has a pres- 
sure of over 2,000 Ibs. per square inch to start with, and 
the heating is accomplished by a flame automatically 
ignited when the weapon is launched on its submarine 
course. Seven thousand yards is practically four miles, 
so that the new torpedo means that the Orion and her 
sisters will not only be able to shoot ten 1,250-lb. shells 
at a time, but will be able to hurl 250 Ibs. of guncotton 
under water at an enemy four miles off. A hostile ship 
venturing within the 7,000 yards’ range comes within 
the torpedo danger zone, and if it keeps outside this all 
the small guns are useless. Its effect on naval strategy 
is at once apparent, and it is obvious, too, that, so close 
is the interdependence of these things, the’ big torpedo 
makes more necessary than ever the bigger gun. This 
may explain why 13.5’s and the 21-inch both appear in 
the Orion. It is the practice in our navy to arm the 
ships as if they had to meet vessels armed with weapons 
as good as their own, even when we know that at that 
moment those weapons do not exist in other fleets.” 

The first ship on the Atlantic coast of the new Canadian 
navy, the cruiser Niobe, arrived at Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
on Oct. 21, from England, flying the flag of Admiral 
Kingsmill,, a Canadian naval officer. On her arrival 
Lieutenant Governor Macgregor presented to the ship on 
behalf of the people of Nova Scotia a piece of silver 
plate. The Niobe was purchased from the British navy. 
She is commanded by a Canadian, Commander Mac- 
Donald, son of Senator MacDonald, of British Columbia. 
The Rainbow, which left Portsmouth, England, Aug. 18, 
is on her way up the west coast of America from 
Coquimbo. She had expected to reach Esquimalt at the 
same time the Niobe reached Halifax, Oct. 21, Trafalgar 
Day. Sir Wilfrid Laurier has been under the necessity 
of defending the naval policy of his government, and in 
doing so he emphasized the fact that the Dominion navy 
will remain under the absolute control of the Canadians, 
and: that, while it was true that when Great Britain was 
at war Canada was at war, “it did not necessarily follow 
that Canada would take part in all the naval wars in 
which Great Britain might engage.” Last month the 
Free Press, an Ottawa paper, criticized a speech made by 
Commander Roper, Rear Admiral Kingsmill’s chief of 
the staff, because he undertook the defense of the govern- 
ment’s naval policy. Rear Admiral Kingsmill has adopted 
for the cadets of the Canadian navy a method of entry 
and education which has been condemned and superseded 
by the naval authorities at home. By so doing, says the 
Army and Navy Gazette, London, “he places the future 
officers of the Canadian service on a lower plane, since 
their standard of professional education and training will 
be necessarily inferior to that of the Imperial officers. 
By introducing two classes. executives and engineers, he 
opens the way to those difficulties and troubles. which 
the present method of education in the British service will 
overcome in course of time. It is the more astonishing 
that in a country where the spirit of democracy prevails 
two classes of officers should have been created, to one of 
which the stigma of inferiority is likely in the circum- 
stances to attach.”

The increasing use of wireless telegraphy for official and 
commercial business requires that each message be sent and 
askuowledged in the shortest possible time consistent with 
accuracy. : 

Complaints have been received from commercial companies 
alleging careless or inefficient work by naval operators and 
exchange of personal messages between them. These com- 
plaints come From seapertSs whére a large volume of business 
is transacted by reless télegraphy.< Official communication 
also suffers from needless interference or the part of our 
own and comatercial and amateur operator’, and it is nec- 
essary, in the absence of regulation by Act of Gongress, that 
naval vessels and stations should set a good example in the 
prompt dispatch of business and abstinence from unecessary 
interference. F , 

It is directed (1) That the wording of all official messages 
in plain language be made as concise and brief as is cus- 
tomary~in telegrams to be sent by wire. Oode words should 
not be used except in special circumstances. : \ 

(2) That all wireless communication in the vicinity of 
important seaports and other places where much business is 
transacted by wireless telegraphy, be reduced to a minimum, 
and that steps be taken to prevent unofficial sending in these 
circumstances. A 

(3) That the least power necessary for reliable communi- 
cation be used by ships and stations sending over short 
distances.

Every officer having a copy of the Western Union Tele- 
graphic Code in his possession will insert consecutive num- 
bers in the list of signal letters and words, beginning with 
‘*] EABC Labratorum’’ and running through to the end, the 
use of these numbers instead of the letters to begin on July 
1, 1911. It will be noted that this change prevents the. as- 
signment of particular groups of numbers to each corps of 
officers, as was practicable with the ‘‘signal-letter’’ system.

Revenue cutters Yamacraw, Forward and Windom have 
been doing heroic work in the Gulf of Mexico and along the 
east coast of Florida in rescuing vessels, which were in dis- 
tress as the result of the recent severe gales. The most 
notable instance was the rescue of the French liner Louisiana, 
which was aground on Long Key, Fla., by the revenue cutter 
Forward. The Forward took over 500 passengers off of the 
French liner and landed them safely at Key West. On Oct. 
23 a wireless telegram from the Yamacraw announced that 
she had gone to the rescue of the five-masted schooner Re- 
becca Palmer, of Portland, Me., which was bound from 
Brunswick to New York. The Rebecca Palmer’s rudder was 
disabled and she was drifting! helplessly in the sea when the 
Yamacraw threw a line to her. ;

Orders have been issued for the examination of the fol- 
lowing officers in the Revenue Cutter Service, to determine 
their fitness for promotion. Included in the list are 3d 
Lieut. of Engrs. H. B. Robinson, M. A. Doyle and N. B. Hall. 
The examinations will occur Nov. 21. 

The revenue cutter Manning, with Senior Capt. D. P. Foley 
commanding, arrived in Port Townsend Oct. 20. She was the 
first of the Behring Sea Patrol Fleet to arrive in the States. 
The Tahoma came next, arriving in Port Townsend on Oct. 24. 

The Revenue Cutter Service has adopted designs for medals 
to be issued to officers and enlisted men for small-arms tar- 
get practice. These medals are provided for in G.O. 3 
Division of the Revenue Cutter Service. In Par. 2 of the 
order it is provided that each officer or man who attains 
80 per cent. or more of the highest possible score in the 
marksman’s course will be classified as a marksman and_ will 
receive from the Department a marksman’s medal. Each 
man who holds the qualification of marksman, and who quati- 
fies as a sharpshooter, will receive from the Department a 
sharpshooter’s medal. An officer or man who holds a_sharp- 
shooter’s medal will receive a date plate for each additional 
year in which he qualifies as a sharpshooter. 4 

The U.S.R.C. Manning, Capt. G. L. Carden, of the Behring 
Sea Fleet, arrived at Port Townsend, Wash., Oct. 21. Cap- 
tain Carden left Unalaska on Oct. 5. Fleet Comdr. D. P. 
Foley arrived down on the Manning. The Manning steamed 
in all about 12,000 miles on patrol. She brought word that 
the Japanese force in Behring Sea this season comprises 
twenty-five vessels and 816 men, and 201 boats were em- 
ployed. All these Japanese craft were boarded by the patrol 
ships at various times during the summer. Officers of the 
Manning estimated that the Japanese took fully forty-five 
hundred skins by pelagic sealing. There appears to be 
unanimity of opinion that the Japanese will appear next sea- 
son in still stronger force. The only effective way to pre- 
vent their onslaughts on the seal herd, it is declared, is to 
prohibit their craft from getting water in the American ports. 
This is the opinion held by leading officers of the fleet. 

The revenue cutters of the United States on the Great 
Lakes and North Atlantic Coast were ordered to watch for 
tidings of the missing aeronauts, all of whom finally turned 
up all right. ' . 

In a generally battered condition, the five-masted ship Re- 
becea Palmer, from Brunswick to New York, was towed into 
Tybee Roads, Ga., Oct. 23. The revenue cutter Yamacraw 
went to the Palmer’s rescue on Oct. 21. 

A wireless message of distress on Oct. 24 at Newport, 
R.1., purporting to come from the tank steamship Oklahoma, 
with forty-six men aboard, proved a wireless hoax. The 
revenue cutter Acushnet, which had picked up the mysterious 
*“$.O.S. Oklahoma’’ was in communication early on Oct. 24 
with that steamship, well down on the southern coast on 
her way to Port Arthur, Texas, and she reported everything 
all right.

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FORT SHERIDAN FIELD INSPECTION. 


Fort Sheridan, Ill., Oct. 24, 1910. 

On the morning of Oct. 19 all the troops stationed at this 
post turned out for their first compliance with the order 
requiring an annual field inspection. Lieut. Col. Charles G. 
Morton, the inspector, was isted by Capt. Paul B. Malone, 
27th Inf., chief umpire; Capt. F. ©. Marshall, 15th Cav.;

Lieut. T. B. Seigle, Adjt., and Lieut. Byard Sneed, Qmr. 

The Blue army was composed of Major E. W. Howe and 
Batl. Adjt. R. W. Boughton with the ist Battalion of the 
27th Infantry; Major W. H. Chatfield and Acting Bat. Adjt. 
J. A. Stevens with the 3d Battalion of the 27th Infantry; 
Major J. B. McDonald and Squadn, Adjt. F. H. Cameron, jr., 
with the 3d Squadron of the 15th Cavalry; Ist Lieut. C. M. 
Allen with Battery F, 5th Field Artillery; Surg. J. R. Mount 
with a detachment of the Hospital’ Corps. : 

The Brown army was composed of the 2d Battalion of the 
27th Infantry and Capt. M, M. McNamee’s famous black 
horse troop of the 15th Cavalry, Hospital Corps and neces- 
sary units to make up a provisional brigade. 

Heavy rains fell during the first night and continued until 
the morning of the fourth day, during which time the ma- 
neuvering of the two armies continued. Both armies were 
accompanied in all movements by tlieir wagon trains. <A 
state of actual warfare was simulated. Prisoners were 
captured on both sides and held until the end of the ma- 
neuver. On the second day Colonel Pitcher’s command 
marched to Highland Park and Colonel Waltz’s command in 
the opposite direction, both armies returning in the after- 
noon toward Fort Sheridan, the objective point, where camps 
were made and maneuvering begun. Scouting and outpost 
work constituted most of the duty until the morning of the 
fourth day, when both armies advanced on each other and 
entrenched on the target range. ; 

After the termination of this problem the Blue army and 
the Brown army were combined under Colonel Pitcher and 
a division was assumed as coming to attack Fort Sheridan. 
Colonel Pitcher’s brigade advanced, and when the enemy 
was reported as having taken Fort Sheridan the home troops 
opened fire with Artillery and Infantry on the lines of sil- 
houette figures at the target range. Ball cartridges were 
used by the Infantry and the record' of hits on the sil- 
houettes determined the destruction of the enemy. The war 
game was finished at 3 p.m. on the fourth day. 

Everything possible was done to make the event as real 
as possible. The proper percentage of killed and wounded 
was always left on the field, with tags indicating the nature 
of the wound, Surgeon Mount, with members of the Hos- 
pital Corps, examined the data on the tags and the wounded 
men were removed on litters from the field to receive treat- 
ment accordingly. A base hospital was established for the 
purpose. Members of the 27th Infantry band were used as 
litter carriers. Regtl. Sergt. Major J. W. McIntyre was on 
the field making necessary records. Regtl. Comsy. Sergt. 
W. D. Brown and Regtl. Q.M. Sergt. L. ©. Gaylord, 27th 
Inf., were on hand with the necessary commissary and quar- 
termaster’s supplies for a campaign. Color Sergts. George 
Woods and Adrian Babbitt and Batt. Sergts. Majors Jackson 
and Barr took part. In the absence of Lieut. R. E. O’Brien, 
Lieut. C. E. Coates was in charge of the Machine-Gun 
Platoon of the 27th Infantry.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


Our National Guard readers and other will find an inter- 
esting article on how to improve the efficiency of the Na- 
tional Guard, by Lieut. Col. J. Van B. Metts, 2d Inf., North 
Carolina National Guard, on page 233 of this issue. 

Colonel Miner, 9th Penn., in order to keep the men inter- 
ested in rifle shooting, has announced that a series of indoor 
rifle matches will be shot at the various armories this winter, 
open to teams of eight men from each company and head- 
quarters. .All officers and men of the regiment are eligible 
to shoot on these teams. 

Because of marked inefficiency and underenlistment in cer- 
tain companies of the District of Columbia Militia, the au- 
thorities are considering either the disbanding of two com- 
panies of the 1st Battalion, 1st Inf., or their consolidation 
with some other bodies. 

The suggestion has been made that the 7th, 8th and 9th 
Regiments, and the 2d Battery, N.G.N.Y.,. combine to cele- 
brate the centennial of the War of 1812. These organizations 
all took part in that war, but under different designations from 
what they now hold. The Veteran Corps of Artillery, al- 
though not a part of the National Guard, could well unite 
with the other organizations in the celebration. It is com- 
posed of prominent men, whose ancestors served in the War 
of 1812 and other wars. Under the law the Veteran Corps 
of Artillery is subject to the orders of the Governor, in case 
of emergency. 

Col. James W. Lester, 2d Regt., N.G.N.Y., whose headquar- 
ters are at Troy, N.Y., announces that the C.0. of every com- 
pany will conduct two schools each month for the instruction 
of the N.C.O.’s of his command, using for his text-book In- 
struction Oir. No. 1, issued by the Division of Militia Affairs, 
W.D., entitled, ‘‘Manual for Privates of Infantry.’’ The 
course will be concluded by instruction in military map read- 
ing by the company commander. Heo. | commanders will 
require their non-commissioned officers, under-the supervision 








of the company officers, to impart the instruction received’ by 
them to their sections and squads each month durimg''the'la 
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therefor. The commissioned officers, except officers of the 
Q.M. and C.S. departments, are directed to pursue during the 
drill season a course of study, as outlined, using certain text- 
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books prescribed. Study of ‘‘Military Map Reading’’ (Sher- 
rill) will be pursued in connection with the study of ‘‘Tacti- 
cal Principles and Problems.’’ Study of The Manual of 
Guard Duty and Regulations for Small-arms Firing will be 
carried on in connection with the regular work of the regi- 
ment prescribed. The study prescribed will be supplemented 
by a course of lectures by officers of the Regular Army, to be 
delivered on three different occasions at the headquarters of 
the regiment, and at which all of the officers of the regiment 
are required to be present. The first lecture of the course 
will be delivered by Capt. Romulus F. Walton, U.S.A., retired, 
on Wednesday evening, Nov. 16, 1910, at the State Armory, 
Troy, N.Y. Six problems, prepared by officers of the Regular 
Army, will be issued to the officers of the regiment during 
the latter part of the drill season and solutions thereof, in 
writing, will be submitted to these headquarters for review 
by the Instruction Board, which will make thereon such re- 
marks and criticisms as will aid the authors of the solutions 
in getting correct ideas on the subjects involved and will mark 
such papers on a percentage basis for the information of the 
regimental commander. The solutions may be made at such 
times as are most convenient to the individual officers, but 
must be turned in prior to April 15, 1911. In making the 
solutions, consultation and reference to text-books will be al- 
lowed. 

The work being done by Sergt. H. F. Lester, 1st U.S, Inf., 
on duty with the 5th Regiment, N.G. of Georgia, at Atlanta, 
Ga., has been helpful to that command. Twice monthly a 
non-commissioned officers’ school is held, at which all are 
required to be present. A regular course of study is mapped 
out under each subject and an examination held, and those 
making a given mark are given a certificate of merit signed 
by the regimental commander in each subject. In addition 
the, Regular Army sergeant is constantly on the alert to per- 
sonally assist all of the non-commissioned officers and men, 
and to impart to them ideas of the service which they prob- 
ably would not get in any other way. The sergeant is espe- 
cially active in the matter of records and the care of prop- 
erty, and at camp was of very great assistance in the matter 
of personal and individual instructions. 

The figure of merit of the different organizations of the 
Michigan National Guard for the year 1909-10 is as follows: 
1st Infantry, 58.61; 2d Infantry, 69.29; 3d Infantry, 41.12; 
Engineers, 78.46; Troop A, 68.49; Troop B, 10.00; Signal 
Oorps, 96.50; grand total for brigade, 55.68. Co. OC, 1st Inf., 
having attained the highest figure of merit (90.96), is 
awarded the McGurrin Shield. 

The annual inspection of the Nebraska National Guard 
began on Oct. 17 with Co. H, 1st Inf., of Orete, and will 
end Nov. 15, the band of the 1st Infantry at Bloomfield.

The 
non-commissioned staff of the regiment will hold a dance at 
the armory on the night of Dec. 3.

Officers 
attaining seventy-five per cent. or over will be reported to 
the Adjutant’ General as satisfactory; those who fail to at- 
tain that per cent. will be marked unsatisfactory, and re- 
quired to take the course over again. The schools at each 
station will, as far as practicable, follow the methods of 
‘*Officers’ Schools’’ at U.S.A. posts. A Field and Staff 
school will be held for two days at Concord, commencing 
Dec. 15, 1910. The drill season for all organizations of the 
National Guard will commence Nov. 1, 1910, and continue 
each week until May 31, 1911. Lieut. Col. H. E. Tutherly, 
U.S.A., retired, on duty with the Militia, will be in charge 
of instruction for the State. Sergt. Walter Chamberlain, 
5th U.S. Inf., will be assistant instructor for enlisted men, 
and will visit organizations at appointed times therefor. 

Capt. Francis* D. Culkin, who recently retired from the 
National Guard as Captain of the 48th Separate Company, 
Oswego, has received a letter from Adjutant General Verbeck 
in which the latter says: ‘‘I am sorry to see your resig- 
nation go through the office.

PEEKSKILL RIFLE RANGE. 


The value of the new rifle range on the State camp ground 
at Peekskill, N.Y., has been amply demonstrated since it 
was opened last September, and every day this week officers 
and men have been qualifying with revelver and rifle. 

Among those who have been up to the range to complete 
their qualification scores after reaching the grade of marks- 
men at the unfinished range at Blauvelt are Colonel Appleton 
and staff, 7th Regiment, and members of Co. I, 7th Regi- 


ment; 8th Regiment, Squadron A, 1st Signal Corps, and 
Cos. G. H. I and L, 10th Regiment, and Colonel Nortom and 
staff, 23d Regiment. The shooting will close on Oct. 31, 
when the 23d Regiment will occupy the range. 

It is interesting to note that among the officers who have 
qualified with the revolver are Col. W. H. Chapin, inspector 
general, who made the fine score of 21.19 and 20-60, at 
25, 50 and 75 yards respectively. Another score worthy of 
note is that made by Brevet Major Gen. John G,. Story, 
A.A.G., who shot very evenly and made 18, 18, 19-55 points. 
This is the General’s thirty-sixth continuous qualification, 
and we believe he is the only member of the National Guard 
of the State who holds this record, and so far he has never 
had to ‘‘come back,’’ because he has been right on the job 
since the beginning of the practice. 

Further improvements will be made on the range next 
year, which will make it still more valuable as an adjunct 
to the new rifle range at Blauvelt.

W. R. S. asks: I enlisted Dec. 23, 1908, and purchased 
my discharge April 7, 1910. I re-enlisted May 5, 1910. Can 
I purchase my discharge next month if I show letters stating 
that I can better my conditions on the outside? Answer: 
There -is nothing to prevent your making application for dis- 
charge by purchase, though an endorsement of your appli- 
cation is in the discretion of your C.O. 

C. C. C. asks: Enlisted Sept. 11, 1907; deserted Jan. 15, 
1908; returned to military control Dec. 24, 1908, was tried 
and restored to duty. After being found guilty of absence 
without leave was discharged Sept. 17, 1910; re-enlisted Oct. 
5, 1910. Do I get the bonus and re-enlistment pay? An- 
swer: It is understood that you received an honorable dis- 
charge; you are therefore entitled, on re-enlistment within 
three months of such discharge, to continuous service pay and 
to the bonus. 

C. F. O. asks: Enlisted July 20, 1904; discharged July 19, 
1907; re-enlisted Aug. 2, 1907; discharged by purchase Sept. 
1, 1909; re-enlisted Sept. 3, 1909. Am I entitled to re-en- 
listment pay for continuous service? Answer: You re-entered 
the second period Sept. 3, 1909, after discharge by purchase, 
and will not be entitled to third period pay until termination 
of present enlistment. 

J. W. W.—The simplest way would seem to be for the 
man to obey the order of his C.O. A request that the month- 
ly amount might be made smaller could be made; but the fact 
that the man’s money is badly needed elsewhere should have 
occurred to him when he was running up the bar bill you 
refer to. 

E. B. S. asks (1) Enlisted Jan. $1, 1902; discharged Jan. 
30, 1905; re-enlisted Aug. 31, 1905; discharged Feb. 29, 
1908, for convenience of Government; re-enlisted March 1, 
1908. I am drawing recruit pay. What enlistment am I in? 
(2) Will I be entitled to bonus on re-enlistment, March, 
1911? Answer: (1) Your first period was lost by your 
staying out January to August, 1905. On passage of new pay 
law, May 11, 1908, you had less than three years’ continuous 
service, and were therefore in first enlistment, where you re- 
main until Feb. 28, 1911. (2) Yes. 

IGNORANT asks: In case of a sergeant being transferred 
from the company under Par. III, G.O. 60, W.D., 1909, can 
the vacancy created by*his transfer be filled by the company 
commander, or is if necessary for such vacancy to be filled 
by designation of the Adjutant General of the War Depart- 
ment? Answer: Temporary appointment may be made by 
company commander, under Par. 270, A.R. 

A READER asks: (1) Is an enlisted man in the Army 
who is discharged for disability not contracted in line of duty 
entitled to transportation from place of discharge to place of 
enlistment? (2) Is he entitled to his undrawn clothing ai- 
lowance? Answer: (1 and 2) Only dishonorable discharge 
would cause a forfeiture of above.

discharged May 10, 1899,.0n account of muster out of regi- 
ment. Have since served three years in the Regulars. Am 
I entitled to one or two enlistment stripes?
